THE CONDEMNATION 
OF WANG CHAO. 


IN the autumn of 1898, the 
Emperor Kuang Hsii, under the 
allvice of Kang Yii-wei, issued among 
multitude of other reforms an edict 
ordering that memorials even from 
inferior officials shonld be transmit- 
ted to him direct without being first 
censored by the Boards. Acting on 





i (this, Wang Chao, a junior secretary 


to the Board of Rites, sent ina re- 
form memorial which was stopped 
by his supsriow, who rebuked him 
soundly for his presumption. To 
their astonishment, the matter came 
to the Emperor's ears, who was very 
indignant at their disregard of his 
edict, and immediately cashiered and 
dismissed from office the two Presi- 
dents and four Vice-Presidents of the 
Board. The other high officials took 
the alarm at once, went in a body to 





the Empre's Dowager and begged , 
her with tears to resume the govern- 
ment and prevent-such terrible inno- 
vations as the Emperor was inaugur- 
ating. Hence the coup d'état, and 
the subsequent reign of reaction with 
its coro!laries the Boxer troubles, the 
siege of the Legutions, and all the 
horrors of 1900, from which China is 
still suff-ring. "Wang Ciao, fortun- 
ately for himself at the time, escaped 
feom Peking; but he has apparent- 
ly since persuaded himself that 
the Court's proféssions of reform 
and benevolenc> were genuine, and 
has returned to the lion’s den, But 
the Empress Dowager has a good 
memory, and we learn from our cor- 


“| respondent that: Wang Chao has been 


arrested and condemned to imprison- 
ment for life, and his friends fear for 
him the terrible fate that the genial 
old lady whove portrait is’ on its 
way to the S:, Louis Exhibition re- 
cently inflicted on another innocent 
reformer, Shén K¢-wei. 

Incidents like this which show how 
superficial is the Empress Dowager's 
repentanc» are x terrible discourage- 
ment to those who had believed that 
a brighter day is dawning in China, 
Whatever her professions, the de facto 
ruler of China is still the same im- 
placable old Bourbon at heart, the 
rea] obstacle to that reinvigoration of 
China of which we are all, it is to be 
feared unduly, hopeful. 





THE WAR. 


THOSE who complain of the slow 
progress of the war and find a reason 
in such extravagant stories as that 
of the sale of the Japanese plans to 
the Russians, with the circumstantial 
details of the traitor’s wife carrying 
the story of her husband’s villany 
to the police, the suicide of boti 
husband and wife, with the pathetic 
touch of the traitor’s children playing 
with the gold he had received from 
the Russian Legation, unconscious 
that it had made them orphans— 
these impatient spectators forget 
how difficult the movement of an 
army isin a country like Corea in 
the winter and early spring For a 
long time it was practically impos- 
sible to move artillery at all 
by land, and it was equally im- 
possible to land a force on the 
coast protected by a barrier of 
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ice, They overlook, too, how much 
Jepan hat actually accomplished in 
Jess than three months of generally 
inclement weather, In that time she 
has destroyed Russia’s sea power in 
these waters with a fleet only equal 
in strength to that of her enemy, and 
has forced the Russians out of NortL- 
western Corea without a single en- 
gagement beyond skirmishes between 
outposts. There were some who had 
a good knowledge of the strength, 
capacity, and preparedness of the two 
eombatants, who were looking out for 
prompt and brilliant success on the 
part of the Japanese ; but it is evident 
that a great many English people and 
practically all continental Europeans 
based their expectations on the rela- 
tive size of the two countries, and 
were certain that Japan could not 
stand up against the vastly more 
numerous forces and superior re- 
sources of Russia, forgetting that, as 
we have pointed out before, the forty 
millions of Japanese are not fighting 
the one hundred and five millions of 
Russia, but so many of those hundred 
and five millions as can be conve- 
niently brought to the scene of action 
and supplied with necessaries by a 
long single line of railway. ‘The 
superior education and intelligence, 
also, of the Japanese soldiers and 
sailors must count in the struggle. 
Every Japanese is a patriot and 
knows what he is fighting for. We 
do not deny that the Russians are 
equally patriotic, but it is a blind 
mechanical patriotism, as it must 
be until education becomes as wide- 
spread in Russia as it is in Japan, 


ambition became apparent, but the 
actual cause of the present war was 
the interest of some of the leaders of 
society in St. Petersburg in the 
timber concessions on the Yalu. Mr. 
Labouchere may perhaps find in 
this a parallel to recent events in 
South Africa, Mr. Besobrazoff, an 
obscure military officer who was 
made President of the Timber 
Company, obtamed by some means 
the ear of the well-meaning but not 
very strong-minded Czar.

The responsible ad- 
visers of the Czar were unanimously 
averse to war with Japan; but the 
Czar preferred to lis‘ento Bosobrazoff, 
id his uncles, and their nominee, 
dmiral Alexeieff, who seems now 
anxious to get out of the storm he 
has raised.

The curious thing is 
that there’is no text book of “ Bushi- 
do.” Other nations have had law- 

- givers, philosophers, preachers, sages, 
who laid down the rules of ethics, 
and by whose written codes in- 
struction could be given to genera- 
tion after generation, Every. re- 
ligion has its sacred books as au- 
thorities to-direct men’s conduct; 
but the principles of “Bushido,” 
which is really chivalry in its widest 
sense, are not to be found in any 
single book.: Mr, Stead quotes Pro- 
fessor Nitobe, a well-known Japanese 
scholar and writer :— 

««Bushido’ is the. code of moral 
principles which the Knights were 
required or instructed to observe. 
Ibis nota written code; at best it 
consists of a few maxims handed 
down from mouth to mouth or 
coming from the pen of some well- 
known. warrior or savant.

As the letter in another column 
from the Rev. Arnotd Foster shows, 
the conditions under which efforts 
are being made to recruit Chinese 
labourers for the mines in the 
‘Transvaal are attracting a good deal 
of attention in China. Our readers 
will therefore be interested in a 
summary of the Ordinance passed by 
the Transvaal Legislative Cotncil, 
whose title is “ Draft Ordinance to 
regulate the Introduction into the 
‘Transvaal of Unskilled Non-European 
Labourers,” and the full text of; 
which is given in a recently issued 





Dlue-book.” ‘The first section defines j 
the terms “labourer,” “unskilled 
labour,” “importer,” “country of 


origin,” “contract,” “ imprisonment,” | 
and “ Witwatersrand District.” The 
next three sections provide for the 
appointment of a Superintendent, 
who is to be the protector of Chinese, 
with Inspectors under him, and 
defines their duties; but, as we 
mentioned in our remarks on the 
5th instant, cases in which importers 
or labourers have transgressed the 
ordinance must be brought before 
a magistrate, and the magistrates 
represent the Governurent whose 
great concern is the prosperity of 
the mines, No labourer can be 
introduced into, enter, or reside in 
the colony except under contract, 
and anyone introducing or employing 
& labourer without, first obtaining 
alicence from the Lieut.-Governor is 
to be liable to a penalty of £100 for 
every such labourer and the cost 
of repatriating the labourer. No 
labourer may be employed elsewhere 
in the Transvaal than in the Wit- 
watersrand District, Every labourer 
must sign a contract the provisions 
of which have been previously 
explained to him. This contract 
rovides that the labourer shall 
e exclusively employed on un- 
skilled labour in the Rand mines, 
and that he shall not be employed on 
any skilled labour whatever; that he 
shall only serve his importer or some 
other licensed person to whom his 
importer may transfer him; that on 
the expiration of his contract he shall 
be repatriated at the expense of his 
importer ; and that he shall be more 
especially subject to the following 
provisions :-— 

(1) He may not get or acquire a 
liquor, mining, trading, general 
dealer's, importer’s, hawker’s, or other 
licence whatever, directly or in- 
directly, or acquire, lease, or hoid 
any house, land, building, or fixed 
property or mining rights whatever. 

(2) His importer must obtain for 
him an identification passport, which 
he must always carry with him, 

(3) He must not leave the pre- 





mises on which he is employed with- |1 


penalty not exceeding a fine of £10 
(or eight months’ wages) or a month’s 
imprisonment. 

(4) Any Inspector may demand to 
see his passport and permit, and he is 
liable to the before-mentioned penal- 
ties if he fails to produce them; if 
after the penalty is satisfied, his, 
employer cannot be found, or he 
refiuses to be engaged by any impor- 
ter, he may be furcibly repatriated. 

(5) Any time daring which he has 
been absent from work through i 
prisonment, desertion, or unlawfal 
absence, duly recorded in the register 
shall be deducted from his term of, 
service. 

(6) If when he arrives he refuses to 
proceed to his place of service, or to 
work when he gets there, he may be 
repatriated, 

(7) The Lieut.-Governor may order 
him to be repatriated if he has been 
sentenced to imprisonment without 
the option of a fine ; but his importer 
may take him back to complete his 
term of service; and he may be 
repatriated if he is proved to be of 
unsound mind or permanently in- 
capacitated for work by physical in- 
firmity or disease, 

(8) His importer must py the 
expense of repatriating him, but may 
deduct the osst from any wages due 
him if this is on account of any offence 
committed by him, 

(9) Ifhe refuses to be repatriated, 
he may be arrested and fined a sum 
not exceeding £10 or imprisoned for 
not more than three months. If 
after these penalties are satisfied he 
still refuses, he may be forcibly 
repatriated. 

he ordinance also contains a long 
and formidable list of penalties for 
any infraction of its provisions by 
the labourer or the importer, or any 
one who assists the labourer in any 
way to break the previous provisions 
or better his condition in any way. 
One provision is that “any labourer 
who shall have any interest, whether 
as partner or otherwise, in any trade 
or business shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding £50 and in default of 
P1yment imprisonment not exceeding 
three months.” 

The limit of a contract is to be 
three years, and an importer may 
transfer his contracts to any other 
licensed importer with the consent 
of the Superintendent. No importer 
may remove or transfer a labourer 
without the consent of the Superin- 
tendent, and every importer must 
keep a register” containing all 
m information about his 
labourers, which must be always open 
to inspection by the Superintendent 
or Inspector. Labourers must reside 
on the premises on which they are 
employed, and must have sufficient 
and suitable accommodation. 











power is given to the Lieut.-Governor 
to make the necessary regulations, 
No labourer may bring his wife or 
any member of bis family or any 
female of his race or tribe unless in- 
troduced by a duly licensed iraporter, 
under the same conditions and res- 
trictions as far as possible as those 
provided for labourers ; and if any 
labourer dies or has to be repatriat- 
ed, the importer must pay the ex- 
pense incurred in repatriating his 
family.

tHE COUNCIL AND 
THE LANDOWNER. 


27th April, 

Mr. Harpoon has won his suit 
against the Municipal Council. By 
the judgment of the Court of Con- 
suls rendered yesterday, it will be 
seen that permission has been given 
him as the owner of land adjoining 
the Yungzeenpang, and part owner 
of the creek, to obtain the necessary 
rights to culvert the creek and also 
to erect the boundary wall along the 
line of the Bubbling Well Road—two 
proposals which the Council endea- 
voured to prevent him from carrying 
into effect. The Court came tot: 
conclusion that while Mr. Hardoon’s 
property will be benefited, the rights 
of the public will not be inter- 
fered with. At the same time 
the right of the Council, in 
its wisdom, to protest. against the 
proposal has been. sustained and our 
municipal representatives have not 
been muleted in cos!s. Although 
the case was gone into at great length 
and appeared to present many com- 
plications, the main issues were 
extremely simple, and they have 
been dealt witii in a judgment as 
brief as it is clear. To those who 
followed the arguments and evidence, 
the decision must have been foreshad- 
owed, and it isa little difficult to 
understand how the Council came to 
take up the attitude they did. 
‘That they acted in what they ke- 








lieved to be the best interests 
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of the public no one doubts; 
but the ordinary man will see in 
the judgment that it gives to 
the public a useful widening of 
the Bubbling Well Road; to Mr. 
Hardoon a much improved piece of 
land; and to everyone concerned a 
riddance from an ‘open sewer, the 
breeding-place of mosquitoes’ and 
(in good medical opinion) of dangers 
worse than these. Probably every- 
one will say now that it isa great 
pity the matter was not settled out 
of Court. 





A FALSE ANALOGY. 





April. 

Tr is too son yet to prophesy of 
the final outcome of the Russo- 
Japanese struggle. ‘The early suc- 
cesses of our friends have not un- 
naturally given a sanguine touch to 
the hopes of all who wish to see 
Japan emerge triumphant, but there 
isa considerable minority who take 
equally strong ground on the op- 
posite side, and point to the South 
African war between Boer and Briton 
‘as.an illustration of what they ex- 


pect. 

Without going too far in the as- 
sertion of our faith in the continued 
good fortune of our allies, we de- 
finitely decline to accept the logic 
which finds analogies between the 
South African struggle and that of 
the present day. We fail to see the 
likeness. Differences there are of the 
most fundamental type. Similarities 
exist, but they are of a peculiarly 
accidental nature. When we have 
eliminated that of the early success 
of both Boers and Japanese, we have 
nearly come to the end of our 
tether. It is true that Russia is 
bigger. in area and in_ population 
than Japan, but the difference in 
numbers is not more than 3 to 1, 
while that between Briton and Boer 
was about 100 to 1 without calling 
in any of the Colonists. 

How any thinking man can see 
such an analogy between the two 
sets of people as to argue from one 
to the other we cannot understand. 
‘The Boers numbered less than half- 
a-million all told ; the Japanese are 
more than eighty times that num- 
per. The Boers never were, and 
possibly never will be, fighting 
men as we understand the term ; 
the Japanese are warriors after 
our own heart who know no fear and 
stick at no risk. The Boer was at 
best only an amateur soldier ; the 
Jap is a polished professional. The 
Boer's ignorance was Cimmerian ; the 
enlightenment of the Japanese can 
Dear comparison with that of any 
people. ‘The Boer was confined to 
terra firma; the Jap is master of the 
sea, The Boer lacks initiative; the 
Tapanese is volcanic in his efferves- 
cence, and boils over with enterprise. 
‘The Boer was steeped in medieval 





superstition; the Japanese is Spen- 
cerian in his rationalism. The Boer 
had no discipline; the Japanese will 
die without a murmur at his post. 

As between the Russians and the 
English, there is of likeness little, 
but of difference much. Both are 
given to slipshod preparation, and in 
consequence both almost expect to 
lose the initial moves in any war 
game they play. Both have tenacity 
ania fair share of grit. With this, 
we come, perhaps, to the end of our 
common characteristics. The English- 
man looks to govern the sea, and 
during the Boer war his claim was 
not disputed. ‘The Russian never 
had any sea power, and his desire to 
attain it does not, at the moment,; 
seem likely to be gratified. Our 
maritime supremacy gave us the 
advantage of placing our blows 
wherever we chose. The Russian loss 
of it has left them at the mercy of 
the Japanese with whom lies the 
initiative. Onr reinforcements came 
from north, south, east, and west 
through a hundred different channels. 
Russia is tied to one sing'c-track rail- 
way of doubtful strength. There was 
no suggestion of monetary difficulty 
during the three years of our 
struggle with the Boers, but before 
three months have elapsed Russia 
is said by many to be upon the 
verge of bankruptcy : her people are 
acknowledged by one of her leading 
publicists to be “chronically star- 
ving,” her artificial industrial system 
is tottering to a fall, and where the 
urgently needed national loan is to 
come from nobody seems to know. 
We had enough to complain of in 
our own War Office, though its most 
virulent enemy never dreamed of 
charging it with corruption. But in 
Russia, it is roundly asserted, the 
mest exhaustive search would fail 
to find one honest department. 
Nobody knows the condition of the 
national finances since there are no 
reliable figures; nobody knows 
whether military or naval stores 
that have undoubtedly been paid for 
have ever been supplied. 

Russia can only retrieve ber Far 
Eastern position by regaining com- 
mand of the sea. But with none of 
the facilities which England possesses 
in such plenty how is she to do it? 

There is this further difference 
between the two struggles that while 
Great Britain could bring every 
ounce of her weight to bear, Russia 
is not co favourably placed. ‘She is 
on the horns of a most serious dilem- 
ma. Either she must outnumber 
her enemy or she must suffer defeat 
from his superiority in arms. If she 
outnumber him she is still threaten- 
ed with defeat from starvation, It is 
hardly conceivable that Russia will 
be able with a single railway to feed 
enough men to give her the fruits 
‘of victory. If we turn to the aver- 








age intelligence of the combatants in 
the wars we are contrasting, it may 


safely be said that, were “slimness” 
aside, the balance of education and 
general knowledge was on the side 
of England, whereas in the pre- 
sent war both slimness and intelli- 
gence have, so far, been shown by the 
Asiatic. ‘There was, again, never any 
real fear that an outsider would in- 
tervene between ourselves and the 
Boers. Now, at any moment, that is 
to say at any favourab!e moment, 
China might throw her whole weight 
into the scale on behalf of Japan. 

We fail to see, therefore, that be- 
cause Great Britain, afler a very pro- 
longed struggle, was completely suc- 
cesstul against the Boers, it) must 
necessarily follow that Russia will be 
victorious over Japan, As we have 
tried to show, the chances are the 
other way. It is easy to see how 
Russia might repeat her Moscow 
success of 1812 if the Japanese were 
to repeat the mistakes of Napoleon. 
But that is most unlikely. If hostili- 
ties are prolonged, it will probably be 
less the campaign of 1812 than that 
of 1854 which will be imitated, 
With Port Arthur and Vladivostock as 
Sebastopols, and some modern lines 
of Torres Vedras across the northern 
end of the Corean Peninsula, there 
seems no reason for Napoleonic mas- 
quernding to a Siberian Moscow, 
Were Japan in strong possession of 
the above-named places it would 
seem as if the only effect to be 
attained by the knocking of the 
Russian head against the Mongolian 
wall would be a rapid re-entrance of 
that common-sense into Russian dip- 
lomacy which for some time it has 
lacked. 





THE NEW CHINESE 
POSTAL TARIFF. 


28th April. 
A. CORRESPONDENT, whose letter 
under this heading appears in an- 
other column, has voiced a very 
general and ensily excusable ircita- 
tion which has been’ caused by the 
newly-introduced tariff of the Chinese 
Imperial Post Office. Since its 
foundation in 1897 the Imperial 
Post has been regarded as one of the 
most progressive institutions in 
China. Its ramifications have spread 
into the far corners of Kansu and 
Yunnan, in far Szechuan there is a 
great network of postal communica- 
tion, and scarcely a day but has seen 
a further development of this en- 
lightening and unifying agency, 
which has been fulfilling something 
more than a mission of convenience, 
in bringing into closer touch the 
eighteen provinces of the Empire. 
Its letter rate has been almost a 
world marvel; certainly no other 
post office has transported letters 
over so vast an area for so small a 
charge as oue cent. And parcels and 
other heavy mail matter have been 
carried correspondingly cheaply. 
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Under the circumstances it is not 
surprising that there should have been 
» considerable deficit in the working 
of the Service, a deficit which not 
even the most astonishing develop- 
ments could hope to wipe out for a 
long time to come, if at all. In the 
matter of cheapness the Post Office 
has gone too far, if it is to be regard- 
ed as a profit-making or even as 
a self-supporting institution, Its 
beneficent work might be worth the 
expenditure from State revenues, but 
the authorities have decided that the 
assistance rendered hasbeen too great, 
They have cast about for a remedy, 
and with a most unwonted sudden- 
ners have sprung on their constitu- 
ents “Notification No. 40." This it 
is has caused all the agitation, 

Carefully studied, Notification No, 
40 reveals itself asa typically Chi- 
nese document, one that the Oriental 
mind, practised in subtle variations 
of exchange, dialects, and shades of 
meaning, will dally over as a new 
joy in life, And so far as we know, 
the native users of the Post Oftice— 
and they are in an overwhelmin, 
preponderance—are as delighted with 
it as they ought to ‘be. The 
possibility of pulling up a brain- 
fagged postal o cial and demons- 
trating to him by aid of map, 
newspaper, or bulky guidebook that 
@ package which should have been 
charged at the “inland-zone-inter 
provincial” rate has been charged 
instead at the “inter-zone-inter- 
provincial,” is one in which every 
alertly-minded Celestial will be 
ambitious to distinguish himself. 
There will be a fow foreign grumblers 
perhaps, who will think regretfully 
of the sweet simplicity ofthe old 
system; but what of that? From 
a Post Office point of view the 
foreign element is a negligeable 

antity. I makes all the noise in 
the foreign newspapers, but it brings 
scarcely anything into revenue, 

We can well imagine some such 
argument as this on the part of the 
Post Office authorities who have 
assuredly not introduced the new 
tariff for the purpose of saving them- 
selves in labour and worry, In 
fact we would be inclined to wonder 
whether the extra cost of working, 
the time and money spent in master, 
ing the complications of the system, 
superintending the extra sorting that 
will be necessary—whether the con- 
stant bringing of the whole staff 


up-to-date in its knowledge as the | °% 


inland zones are changing into 
steamzones with the advance of 
the railway engineer, will not 
create an expenditure that will 
swallow up the additional profit it is 
hoped to make, For what we, as West 
erners, would consider the strange 
anomalies of the tariff, we must 
refer our readers to the instances

interior, or to the tariff itself. One, 
however, is particularly noticeable. A 


package sent between two places 
which happen to be situated on 
opposite sides of the boundary divid- 
ing two provinces, will be charged 
exactly twice as much as if the pack- 
age were sent six times the distance 
but did not chance to cross a pro- 
vincial boundary. Seeing that this 
is an Imperial Service and the 
provinces have nothing whatever to 
do with postal matters, this seems as 
arbitrary as it is ridiculous. 

It will be noted that the revision 
does not apply to letters and post- 
cards, which will be carried at the 
same insignificant rates as before. 
The heavy mail matter, so-called, con- 
stitutes perhaps twenty cent of| 
the whole, but it is a lepartment 
which we should have imagined it 
worth while to cultivate in a country 
where means of communication are 
not too numerous and where the 
Post Office has great opportunities of 
stifling competition. The sample 
post, for instance, has been scarcely 
used at all, and the parcel post has 
only slowly been coming into favour, 
Newspapers and books are heavily 
handicapped under the new arrange- 
ment, which seems to have been 
partly devised to make it as difficult 
as possible to send printed matter 
into the interior. fo one would 
have objected to pay a litsle 
more, even double the very small 
rates previously paid, but the 
uncertainties about the new tariff, in 
regard to which the only certainty is 
that we shall nearly always pay in 
excess, is its objectionable feature, 
This, in the interests of the postal 
system and also of the progress of 
China, we hope may be soon abolished. 
Simplicity is everywhere the secret 
of success in postal matters. Com- 
enters notifications like No. 40 have 

een issued and abandoned in the 
past, and we trast No. 40 itself will 
soon show by its withdrawal or modi- 
fication that the criticism it has 
evoked has not been wasted or disre- 
garded,

In our opinion it 
would have been much more interesting to 
have given the daily telegrams sent from 
Peking, as an accompaniment to the writer's 
comments on the conditions, or even a 
summary of his longer communications sont 
by mail, Not a line of anything of this 
sort is, however, allowed to appear. 

‘There is a great difference in the facility 
with which human beings adapt themselves 
to their environments, and of all lands China 
is probably the one where it is easiest to 
slip into manholes without c 
thom.

They are 
still shooting ‘around here, just as if a war 
were going on. They don’t think anything 
of a Uhinaman’s life, and on the least excuse 
they shoot them down like so many dogs. As 
you have probably noticed in my di

swine, if human beings ever aré swine.” In 
he same temper the differesices between the 
new German Minister and the Commander- 
n-Chief of the Allied -Forves are continually 
sxploited.”

Much is 
given to his views on the behaviour of

who yet had the moral hardihood to maintain 
that “he had done nothing whatever to be 
ashamed of (although he had done a great 
deal most useful to a man in quest of material 
for daily cablegrams), of whom his persecutor 
remarks with charming ingenuousness: “He 
is the boss American missionary out here. 
He really is a fine man, and during the siege 
he was one of the bravest.

A Letter and a Proclamation. 

To all outward appearance this region 
maintains its usual peaceful reputation 
even if there are.some who would like to 
see the foreigner annihilated or otherwiso 
got rid of. “A few days ago an anony- 
mous letter was thrown in the door of 
the American Presbyterian Chapel, which 
was very abusive and gave the foreigners 
threo days to get out of tho city; if they 
did not, Chenchou would rise up and 
utterly annihilate them and all who 
followed them. Tho letter was put into 
the hands of the officials, who assured tho 
foreigners that nothing need be feared 
from such a letter, that it was the work 
of only one man, and, therefore, not to be 
feared. Two days afterward a ‘proclama- 
tion was issued from the yamén, announ- 
cing that the foreigner was here only to 
do good, that anyone caught issuing. 
such abut letters as the one referred 
to would be dealt with most severely. 
‘The three days of grace have long passed, 
still the foreigners go on their peaceful 
way as before. 


Official Changes, 

Thero has been a change recently in 
the military officials of this placo, ‘The 
foreignors “had a good friend in the 
manly fellow who has just moved to 
Héngchou to take up his military post 
there. It was to be feared that another 
could scarcely bo quite as good as he. 
However the first impressions of the now 
official are most agrooab i 
powerful man physically 
record in the examinations, 

He lays aside all pomp in dross ; tho 
only sign that he was an official was his 
official hat; he wore no long garment, 
and gave every appearance of being a good 
soldier. In returning his call the foroign- 
er was received with a foreign salute in 
place of the usual profound bow of tho 
Chineso official.

dais and his short coat just as he is found 
when drilling his-soldiers. . He lined up 
his soldiers and gave a view of their drill. 
The soldiers aro well drilled and aro 
really a model lot of men. ‘There is not 
one among thom that uses opium, and 
gambling is forbidden. He exhorts them 
‘to save their money and is very strict in 
his discipline. 

The New Telegraph Line. , 

The news has recently beon received 
that the new telegraph line has: reached 
Héngchou and will be pushed on with 
all speed. It is hoped that it will soon 
reach Chenchou and connect with lines 
into Kuangtung. - 

The New Post Office 

at Ichang has not yet been opened and 
there seems to be no certain . knowledge 
as.to when it will be done, though it 
seems to be the policy to connect the 
mail routes here with those of Kuangtung 
eventually. 

Mission Notes. . 

We recently heard from Yingchou to 
the west of Chenchou. The Wesleyans 
have a now man.-there, and a new: helper 
for the Church Missionary Society. is 
expected soon. ‘The American Presby- 
terian Mission here are repairing a shop 
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alongside their chapel for their evan; 
ist, who is expected to return soon with 
his family. 

The War. 

A few of the people here know about 
the war, and all who speak of it seem to 
think Japan's successes are really China’s 
and that whatever Japan's fate is, that 
will be China’s also.

The Chinese Imperial Post. 
‘The air is thick with flying rumours, not 








about the war, which troubles us but Ifile, 
but about the Chinese Imperial Post. This 
service covered itself with glory at first, 
but it has now sadly gone back on us. It 
bas always been more or less tied in a knot 
‘with the German post. What with the Ger 
mans carrying C.I.P. mails and the C.LP. 
postmen delivering the letters of the German 
service, we have never known where we 
were, or when or whether we haw all our 
mail’ duly doled out. Such playfulness as 
postmarks with the date carefully omitted 
we got resigned to, and did not mind having 
to puss round the mail-bay for members of 
the community to choose their own letters ; 
and we learned in time thet no possible 
style of address in Chinese or English, no 
instructions to post-ottices in Shangha’, 
‘Lsingtuo or elsowhere, would avail to bring 
our mail the way we wanted it; we bad to 
take it as we could get it. 

Some post-oftico officials have poured scorm 
on the dwellers inland, who once had their 
mails only ouce in ten days and who now 
complain even with three deliveries day. 
They do not know how often we sigh for 
the sweet simplicity of those days. when 
our own trusty courier brought in our 
pwn bags from the coast and wo knew 
tut we had got all, all at once, and could 
have uo more for ten more days. 

Lately we heard that the postrottice would 
charge 1,000 cash for a dollar's worth of 
stamps though the street ‘price is 725 cash 
for the dollar. No notice seems to have been 
given, probably so that we might not lay 
ina stock. We sent a dollar at once for a 
dollar's worth of stamps and received seven 
ten-cent stamps! ‘This was 4 severe dis- 
couragement to the use of silver currency 
which is gredually coming in here; it also 
made our home-postage so heavy that we 
at once made other arrangements; which we 
trust may not result in the confiscation of 
our mail. But two days later we were told that 
ninty-five cents of stamps were henceforth to 
be sold for the dollar.

Death of a Little Heroine. 


An unusual number of soldiers are 
gathered here now, drilling, preparing 
for further contingencies. Recently they 
have been practising shooting at targets. 
‘They shoot by companies and the levee of 
the Old Yellow River bed acts as rifle 
butts. About five hundred yards beyond 
the levee is a hamlet. Often the soldiers 
fire high and the village comes just in 
range. A few days since in this village a 
young girl was shot. She saw her younger 
brother in danger and ran to bring 
him in out of the range of the bullets. 
As she picked the child up a ball went 
through her body. The foreign physician 
was called to treat her. But from the 
first it was evident that a fatal wound 
had been received. While the physician 
was there the firing began again and he 
had a very uncomfortable experience 
while there and on the road back. Dirt 
was cut up near his chair several times. 
Many bails were heard ns ‘they passed 
overhead and one came so close that he 
gave tho involuntary dodge. The in- 
cident has been closed by the soldiers 
presonting the afiticted parents with a 
bag of rico and fifteen dollars. The tar- 
gets were also moved to a slightly 
different angle. 


Church and State. 


There is a good deal of friction in the 
extreme northern part of this province 
between the Roman Catholics and tho 
populace. Pecuniary fines and honorhry 
foasts are tho order of the day. ‘The 
fathers while sincerely trying to do the 
right thing cannot seo their way clear to 
keep hands off in the affairs betw 
their peoplo and the outside.

It is rarely possible in this deserted village 
for your correspondent to be able to send 
a paragraph with such a heading; but fol- 
lowing the example of others I now venture 
to do so. Our usually stationary guardship 
LMS.

‘two-funnelled Teal. Rumour has it that’ she 
too is to leave for Chungking but this seams 
hardly likely seeing that Britain is already 
Tepresented in that port by three gunboats, 
and the Teal bas proved herself invaluable 
for cruising up the Han and on the Tungting 
and Poyang lakes. I understand that her 
commander has received no official directions 
for this Western voyage, but should she have 
to go, all Ichang wishes her a safe journey 
over the treacherous rapids of the Upper 
Yangtze. ‘The German gunbout Vorwaerts 
has left, I believe, for a cruise in the Tung- 
ting lake. We have heard, too, prospects 
of a new gunbout the Vaterland to represent, 
j Germany on the Uppor Yangtze. The U.S.8. 
Villalobos should soon be with us as th 
jTiver has commenced its annual rise, He 
}eaptain paid Ichang a visit per steamer in 
the low water season to make himself more 
[thoroughly acquainted with the shifting 
j shoals between Shasi and Hankow. We have 
j expectation, too, of the French gunboat Ulry 
on her return trip to Chungking. 


Unruly Natives. 
| Whether it be gunbout or stoamer it 
| receives little respect from the hands of the 
natives living on the river banks. It is 
often necessary for the vessel to hug the

Native Library, 

I have been able to gather additional in- 
formation regarding the library whose open- 
ing was referred to in your last Ichang 
letter. It contains 3,000" taels’ worth of 
Books, the natives say, and this money was 
collected in Ichang. The volumes consist 
jchiefly of books translated from foreign 
works ; there is also a set of the regulation 
Chinese classics and every steamer brings « 
stock of native papers and magazines, “The 
librarian has strict charge, however, to admit 
:no paper which breathes a disloyal word 
against the Imperial Government. (Would the 
N.-C. Daily News” stand the test?) The 
room is open between the hours of 10 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. and accommodates between 30 
and 40 persons. ‘The names of all the books 
“are written on a placard and the visitor 
asks the librarian for any he wishes but is 
not allowed to take it out of the building. 
‘Women were allowed in for threo days in 
March but the invitation has never been 
renewed. a 
Visitors.

Saueezes. 

in tho unfortunate position just 
now of having to pay a squeeze of 20 per cent 
‘on all lettens sent through the Imperial Post 
Ofice. Somme uew rules came iuto force at 
the beginnivg of this month one of which 
says: “Currency :—(for the purchase of 
stamps.) Dollars and fractional parts 
accepted at market rates.”” By some process 
of reasoning to which outsiders have not been 
initiated this has been tortured to mean at 
market rates in relation to cash, and so a 
uotico lias been posted at the post-otiice 
saying tat dollars will be accepted at the 
rate of 800 cash. ‘The result is that the price 
of stamps lng advanced 20 per cent and we 
ao being treated to the amazing arithmetic 
that 80 conts=81. This is rather a serious 
matter for those who have heavy postage 
accounts and for foreign letters we shall 
patronise the German Post Office. We should 
be glad to know of any neighbouring port 
which is not being thus unjustly treated, so 
that we may purchase our stamps from there.

The Point. 
Your correspondent with some friends 






recently paid a visit to Chienshan, or the 
Poiat, which well repays a journey in fair 


Weather, It is forty i soutli-east of Hiah- 
shih, and fifty li east of Hainyin, being 
visible from the latter place. ‘The impression 
‘that the Point makes after a weary stretch 
of cunal and plain is as refreshing as the 
breeze that groels you from the distant bay. 
‘Dhe first thing that rewards curiosity is the 
double embankment that runs from this point 
to Hangchow, being marked off every few 
furlongs with Stones, ewch one with a number 
on it. The highest point of the embank- 
ment, however, is lower than the highest 
watet-anuk and so it happens that once 
ina generation the surrounding country is 
under water. ‘There is a tradition of a flood 
of this kind during the Taiping rebellion 
whou for three years there was no harvest 
from the fields. “As we passed over the em- 
hankinent there opened to our view the wide 
river, (the Ch'ient'ang is said to be one 
Jiundred li wide just below Chienshan) 
shining in the sunlight, the tide having 
receded, and the long slope of sand looking 
like figured carpets with their edges dipping 
in the gentle waves. ‘There are two peaks 
called Chienshan. ‘The one to the west is 
jar excellence the Point, that to the east 
being barren and having only a fortification 
upon it. Passing a temple at the foot of the 
Lill, a winding path of solid stone led us 
to ‘the front of the temple where is a 
Axlustrade of stone rounded out in most 
picturesque fashion. Passing up a ilight of 
Stone steps that closely“resemble marble we 
coniw into the first of the impressive temple 
Duildings. ‘The second row, however, is more 
famous, containing, a6 it does, an autograph 
tablet itten by ube Emperor Ch'ien Lung. 
"There is an interesting tradition traced 
pack ty the visit of Chien Lung 
to this temple, It is said that the head 
priest coming out and making his kotow 
Yo the Emperor, Oh‘ien Lung took him by 
the hand and raised him up, and from that 





















whom visit the mountain, with only one 
hand. It is said that one of the governors 
fron: Hangchow, visiting the temple once 
and being ignorant of this, asked the priest 
why in his bow he used only one hand. “The 
other hand received His Majesty,” he replied, 
and the Governor, recognising ‘his mistake, 
could only stand nonplussed before the loyai 
Buddhist priest. And the local residents 
will tell the visitor this incident with much 
relish. Our visit was at the time of the 
burning of incense amd we saw the wor- 
shippers, most of them old woinen, toiling 
up and’ down the hill, and many settling 








themselves where they would count their |? 


rosaries all night till morning. ‘The tea- 
rooms and promenades and guest-room are 
among the wost cleon and attmuctive to be 
found in any Chinese temple. There is a 
row of rooms facing the east where visitors 
may go and rest and have tea or order a 
meal. The priesis and attendants are very 
polite. We ordered a meal which “was 
promptiy served and consisted of five dishes 
and rice, all vegetarian of course, but mnost 
‘appetising to those who like Chinese food 
at all. The regulation price for “ one table,” 
that ix for eight persons, is two Mexican 
dollars. The view, be it up the river or 
down, or across, or towards the northern 
plain, is most interesting. — Especially 
entrancing was the sunset as the slanting rays 
reflected countless combinations of colour on 
rippling waves, ‘This sounds all very tame 
to those who are accustomed to the mountains 
all the year round, but to those of us whose 
principal outlook ‘is the flat, flat fields, it 
‘was a feast to the eyes and we found it hard 
to tear ourselves away and return to tae 
Doats three li away at Chakou. ‘The bore 
does not amount to much at Chiensban. 


Ina Tight Place, 

Betwoon the upper and the nether mill- 
stones was the plight of a certain district 
magistrate in this prefecture to whom was 
recently referred a lawsuit between Roman 
Catholic and Protestant church members, 
with the authorities of each church taking 
a hand, it is said. The issue wus between 
Chinese subjects, it is true, but behind plain- 
tiff and defendant respectively was the 
prestige of two separate foreign Govern- 
ments. But the case was settled somehow, 
two of the yamén men, it is said, suffering 
most. ‘The district magistrate immediately 
igsued as a subject for the Hsiuts‘ai examina 
tions, “How to deal with lawsuits arising 
between Roman Catholics and Protestants.” 
New Postal Rates. 

If the authorities of the Chinese Imperiai 
Post Office had specially intended to make 
‘the postal service unpopular, espeially in 
small places, it does not seem to us. tha: 
they could have taken a more effective method 
than the recent new regulations that have 
deen isexed. All parcels must be inspected 
by the Customs in large places, the Customs 
being often at a distance from the post- 
office, causing vexatious delays; or in smaller 
places by the local tax-oftices, whereas there 
is no such restriction on the native posta! 
‘agencies at all. The division of the postal 
routes into these several zones is inscrutable 
to the man that looks at it from this end 
of the line. For instance there is a branch 
office nine miles from the city of Kashing. A 















of the branch office on it. This pa 
to Kashiug, which i in the steam zone. 
costs, say twenty cents. This the recipient 
expected to pay but, behold, when the 
package comes it is covered with postage 
amounting to two Mexican dollars. Ninety 
tiles from Shanghai. where a native postal 
agency would havo charged us 100 cash, the 
Imperial Post Office charges us two dollars. 
The extra nine miles in actual cost of 
transportation is about five cash, and the 
Imperial Post Office charges one dollar anil 
eighty cents. In another instance a thin 
letter comes to a Chinese with a one-cent 
stamp on the bask of it. The recipient is 
taxed two cents more. A few cases of this 














Kind blight the prospects of the post-office 
in a small place where it is struggling for 
patronage. The people tum away with 
disgust to the old postal agencies, even if 
they are slower. It is our opinion that if 
the Imperial would change some of its regu- 
lations and allow a larger freedom in the 
transmission of packages and money, that it 
would soon sweep the field. 
What Becomes of the Cash ? 
Although the use of silver is steadily on 
the inorease, and: although the temcush 
pisces are becoming more and more current, 
yet the old copper cash seems to be decreasing 
the time. ‘The question is, Where dovs 
all the cash yo to? Ib is commonly stil 
that the actual value of cash is higher han 
the value that the government, stamp puls 
upon it, and that much of it is melted up 
for making articles of bress. If this is 
really so, it does not take a prophet to foresee 
disaster in the currency system, unless there 
is some change. 


The Price of Rice 

is less than it hus been for three years. 
This is owing in part, no doubt, to the fact 
tbat there bis been less exportation of rice 
than formerly. 

The Weather. 

The Chinese have a saying that if it raius 
on the third of the third moon that it will 
continue to rain until the silkworms turn 
white, and so there will be a poor crop. 
Tt rained yesterday, the third of the third 
moon, but to-day, ‘the clouds ssem to be 
breaking, and it is to be hoped that the 
old saying will prove false this timo.

The 
magistrate has gone and commanded, the 
booths to be pulled downand the people to 
go about their business, but to no effect. 
Report says that the tipaos have been 
beaten because they allowed the work to 
goon, but all to no effect. The people 
seem to have their minds made up that 
trouble is coming, and no persuasion will 
stop them. It is hard to find a reason 
for all this, Continual inquiry licits 
no hints of local disturbance, only 
tho great fear of what is coming from 
somewhere seems to hold all in its grasp. 
Welcome Rain. 

There has just been a good and much- 
needed rain, and the people will need to 
be about their work of planting, ‘and if 
nothing. turns up in the next few days it 
is hoped they will go quietly to work. 
‘There. are good prospects for a fine wheat 
crop fortunately, though. the past fow 
days have been quite cold. There was a 
light fall of snow on the mountain top 
yesterday morning, the 19th. 

Pilgrims x 

are still coming from many, quarters in 
considerable numbers showing that the 
excitement is not very widespread so far, 
but they will no doubt contribute their 
efforts toward spreading 1t. 

Secret Societies. 

It is noticeable that the various socie- 
ties are quite active, though so far as can 
be discovered they have made.-no open 
demonstration, only at tho C‘hing Ming 
festival they were somewhat prominent 
in the procession.

New Police Regulations. 

Tn accordance with general orders 
issued from Peking, new police regulations 
have recently been put in operation 
in this city and vieinity: Not long ago 
the foreigner was somewhat surprised and 
amused to see Chinese patrolmen at 
regular intervals on the streets of. this 
city. The only point of resemblance to 
foreign police is the familiar “billy,” or 
wooden club. The uniform consists of 
the ordinary yamén runner's hat and 
boots, with soldier's clothing, having the 
usual’ circular piece .of white cloth on 
breast and back marked with the number 
and squad to which the man belongs, and 
the large characters %eg@. The police 
are also provided with new waterproof 
cloaks of dark blue colour, for rainy wea- 














ther. A few days ago on going to Huai- 


anfu, ten miles distant from this city, the 
writer was surprised to find the city of 
Huaian similarly policed, and the whole 
space along the Grand Canal between these 
‘cities. ‘The Taotai is: evidently utilising 
his soldiery, who occupy huts at intervals 
of 2 or 31li along: the canal, for the new 
police force. It is an excellent idea:to 
try to get some service ,that will benefit 
the public out of these men who hereto- 
fore have. spent their time in idleness, or 
worse, and who draw. regular stipends 
from the Government. The measure it 
isto be feared will from the first be 
ineffective, because of the lack of proper 
supervision, and an eflicient head. ‘There 
seems to be neither sergeant, nor 
lieutenant or inspector, who periodically 
visits the men and:sees that they are on 
their beats and attending to their duties. 
Still we hail the undertaking as an honest 
effort in the right direction, a symptom 
of “China’s Awakening” and hope that 
improvement in management will follow 
later.

The War. 

We are still in considerable doubt as to 
all that occurred last Wednesday at Port 
Arthur, ‘The Espidgle passed early in: the 
day, arriving here at about 4 p.m. She was, 
however, so great.a distance from the scane 
that even with their thove.on boar 
had difficulty in arriving at, definite, oon- 
clusions as to what was happening 
The information obtained from various 
people on the gunboat is therefore can- 
fiicting. According to one report. the 
Bayan and other ships’ had been caught 
ouiside by five Japanese cruisers, and 
the former geemed unable to re-enter the 
harbour, as in so doing they would be ex- 
posed to the fire from the forts, Another 
version is that a large cruiser—supposed to 
be the Bayan—was interoepted by the Ja- 
panese cruiser squadron, as she was making 
for Port Arthur from an easterly’ direction, 
and that eoveral Russian ships, including a 
battleship (? the Petropavlovyk) wore 
attempting to assist the cruiser by: creating 
‘diversion. ‘The cruiser seemed to have been 
damaged, ond. was “em in olouds .of 
smoke and steam. ‘The Espidgle exw nothing 
of the Japanese battleships, nor did sho 
witness the destruction of the Petropavlovsk. 
The “Times” dents learned at 
Chemulpo that another attack on Port Arvhur 
was imminent, and the Haimun steamed 
hastily in that direction. During the night 
(of Tuesday) the Japanese fleet was sighted, 
and the Press-boat kept in its wake. ‘The 
Haimun was too late, apparently, to witness 
the attempt: by the Japenese ‘cruisers to 
intercept Russian ships, mor do those. on 
board appear to have sean the Petropavlovsk’s 
disaster. Whether this occurred in or out- 
side the port—and whether it was due to a 
Japanese or Russian submarine mine—still 
‘seems doubtful. z

A Yokohama 
Baper says : ich catastrophes make 
uu forget for a moment the issues at 
stake in the war.” On the other hand, a 
Tending jonrnal observes that a greater 
verponsibility falls on Vicoroy Alexoieff, 
“who absurdly defied peace opinions 
during tho negotiations and abused the 
wisdom of the Czar to gratify his own 
ambition.” Vico-Admiral Makaroff com- 
manded on the Pacific station from 
February 1895, at the time of the joint 
interference by the three Powers, after 
the Chino-Japanese war, until January 
1896, He held the First Class Order of 
the Rising Sun of Japan.

He 
then said that his sole mission was -to 
present an autograph letter from tho 
Gorean Sovereign to the Emperor of 
Japan. Shortly after the Japan-China wa: 
Mr. Yi visited Japan, but owing to his 
brief stay he was unable to make a critical 
observation of things Japanese. He 
greatly admired the perfect organisation 
of the Navy and Army, the laws of the 
Government, and the educational system 
of this country. His present visit to 
Japan would cecupy one month, and 
during that time he heped to make a 
study of the educational system and other 
mattors, and- should, if. possible, visit 
many of the famous resorts. 

‘The Prize Court. 

The steamers captured from the Rus- 
sinus by the Japanese Navy have not yet. 
been definitely added to the Japanese 
mercantile marine. The legal prelimina- 
ries have not so far been fully satisfied, 
and until they are no final step will be 
taken. But in the meanwhile the ships

The Duke of Cambridge. 

‘There is very real and very general mourn- 
ing for tie ova Dake of Garsbrdge. Xu one 
cum pretend that ‘his abilities were of such 
2 commandi.i. order that he coula have risen 
to the highest position in the Luitish army 
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without the advantages which he derived 
from his Royal birth; but of his love for 
his profession and of the untiring work 
which he gave to it there cannot be the 
shodew of a doubt. Perhaps the most grace- 
ful tribuite yet paid to his memory was wat 
made in the House of Commons yesterday. 
Sir H. Campbell-Banneruan ‘said the 
Duke “was devoted with an intensity 
of devotion to the army. I can bear 
witness to the extreme reluctance and 
almost anguish he felt in severing his con- 
nection with it, and at the same time the 
loyalty with which he the necessity 
of its being severed.” It was, however, his 
personal characteristios rather’ than bis’ ser 
vices to the army which made him popular. 
Like so many of the descendants of Giearge 
ILE he was so typical an Englishman that 
‘it was difticult to realise his German descent. 
He was hotetempered and given to strong 
Janguage; but his servants loved him. His 
stoward and his valet, who were present in 
the death-chamber, had been with him the 
one for forty-five and the other for thirty-five 
years; and of his loyal and affections 
character the best evidence is his 
constant devotion to the actress whom 
he made his wife, thereby giving up 
all of having an heir to his 
title. His alliance with Miss Farebrother 
is constantly spoken of as a morganatic 
‘marriage. The term is not strictly accurate, 
for monganatic marviages are unknown to 
English law. ‘The fact is that his marriage, 
though sanctioned by the Church, was not 
recognised by the law, which forbids and 
‘ignores the marriages of Royal Princes when 
made without the consent of the Sovereiy 
‘The Fitzgeorges have, however, always been 
favourably regarded. by the Royal family. 
One of them was for a time aide-decamp 
to the King when Prince of Wales. 


Chinese Labour. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman tas gie-n 
formal notice of a vote of censure on the 
Government for not having advised the hi: 
to veto the Chinese Labour Ordinance of the 
‘Transvaal. Fortunately for him there is no 
fear that the vote will be carvied. ll the 
present signs go to show thut—unless there 
is some fresh upheaval of public opinion—the 
Liberals will be returned at the next General 
Election with a majority of some sort. ‘The 
Conservatives themselves are pretty well 
resigned to that. After all, they have been 
in power for about fifteen’ out of the last 
eighteen yeurs, and they can console then- 
selves with that reflection.. But although 
Sir Henry is ready enough to take advantage 
of the feeling against the Government which 
‘the Chinese ordinance has aroused, I doubt 
if he would care to take office pledged to 
‘upset the decision on this question. A com- 
promise might no doubt be come to as to 
tho terms of the ordinance} but that Chinese 
labour affords the only hope of averting rain 
in South Africa is acknowledged by every- 
body who knows the facts. Bankruptay in 
‘the ‘Transvaal can only be averted 
snoceneal working of the mines. 3 
fabour—though its quantity might be it 
creased if all cvailablo metus were tced— 
could not possibly be obtained in sufficient 
quantity ; white Inbour would be far ‘too 

ive; Indian labour has been refused ; 
and Chinese labour seems to be the only 
alteruative left. ‘The mine-owners care 
nothing for the ordinance. ‘They would, for 
the most part, be quite content to import 
Chinamen without any State regulations at 
all. “It is the traders and farmers and others 
who, in support of the ideal of a° “ white 
man's Africa,” insist that those regulations 
‘which the Liberals describe as slavery should 
be adopted to prevent the Chinese from 
settling down and mixing with the white 
population. 
A Government Defeat. 

On Tuesday night the Government 
ststained their first defeat. It was on an 
amendment moved by Mr. John Redmond 
to reduce the Irish supplementary Education 






















vote a5 a protest against something which 
he regarded as a discouragement of whe 
teaching of the Irish language in Irish 
National schools. Of course it was a que:- 
tion in which no Englishman or Scotsinan 
took the slightest interest, and the defeat was 
not due to cross-voting or deliberate abs(en 
tions. The significance of the defeat lies, 
however, in the fact that the Governmen: 
whips were perfectly aware that an attempt 
was to be made to catch them napping, and 
yet even a strongly worded “whip” would 
hot induce the sa of the Government 
to, attend punctually. It is a token that 


{the Unionists themselves recognise that the 


Government is moribund, and that it is 
Lardly worth on effort to save it. Thece 
have been two by-elections this week—on2

‘The County Council and the 
Education Act.

It is a bitter 
pill for the Government, but after the action 
of the Radical Council ‘bad been ratified at 
the County Council election by an over 
whelming Radical victory they could ha: lly 
do anything else.

to members of their own body, reducing the 
outside element to the smallest possible pro- 
portions. ‘The Bishop of Stepney's Com- 
mittee succeeded, however, before the ci 
tion in inducing most of the “ Progressives 
to pledge themselves to fair play for the 
voluntary schools; and there seems a reason- 
able hope that when the bitterness of feoling 
‘evoked by the passing of the Act has become 
modified, the work will be carried on fairly, 
without any attempt to injure the Church 
schools. ‘There is very little doubt, that the 
Progressives will hav to moi roodiy ther schense 
‘by bringing in more }, for com- 
bined work of the old County Council and 
the School Board will prove too much for 
them. 
Gregory the Great. ; 
‘There was a most impressive ceremony in 
the Roman Catholic Cathedral of Westmin- 
ster on Saturday in honour of the thirteen 
hundredth anniversary of the death of .St. 
Gregory. Of course the Anglican and Froc 
Churches have as bodies taken no part in the 
festival, since Gregory was a Pope; but it 
was an event which the whole Christian 
community of England might fairly have 
joined in oslebrating, for no one can deny 
to Gregory the honour of having sent the first 
missionaries to Saxon England. I believe 
‘modern historians do not accept as historica! 
the Venerable Bede's pretty story of St. 
Gregory and the little English slave boys 
whom be thought beautiful enough to be 
called Angels rather than Angles; but what- 
ever inspired him, he certainly sent Augus- 
tine over here. It will be many years vet be- 
fore the great cathedral in which Saturday's 
ceremony was conducted attains its full 
i but it already affords a fine

The Elgar Festival. 

A festival of quite a different order has 
taken placo at Covent Garden theatre 
this week, and bas been visited on two 





successive days by the King and Queen. It 
consisted of series of three concerts devoted 





wholly to the works of Dr. Elgar, including, 
of course, the “Dream of Gerontius,” which 
has spread his fame throughout the workl. 
It is, I believe, the first. time in our history 
that ‘such an herour has been accorded to 
a native composer; and it has been haile 
with satisfaction by. the musical profession 
in this country not only for the sake of the 
honour done to oie of their number, but! as 
an earnest that’ ut Jast England has begun to 
recognise that she has composers of her own. 
who are quite as worthy of honour as many 
of the foreigners on whom we have been 
wont to lavish our tributes. 


Private Detectives. 

A very sensational case which is occupying 
the Divorce Court this week is of ospecial 
interest for the light which it throws on the 
ways of the private detective. ‘The case is 
not yet concluded, and I have of course no 
right to assume tIutt the statements of counsel 
for the King’s Proctor and of his witnesses 
will be established as true; but at present 
the evidence seems very strong. Recently 
© Mrs. Pollard instituted proceedings for 
divorce against her husband, and, aided by 
the evidence of employees of the well-known 
Private Enquiry Agents, Messrs. Slater; 
obtained a decree nisi, Now, however, the 
King’s Proctor intervenes, ‘ard produces 
letters and other evidence to show that 
Messrs, ‘Slater's detectives, for whose ser- 
vices many hundreds of pounds were paid, 
took the most extraordinary means of obtain- 
ing materials for a divorce. One man, 
according to the evidence,” took the respon 
dent to Jersey, paying all expenses, plied 
him with liquor, and then accompanied hi 
to a disorderly house. Having thus obtained 
the means of clearly proving the husband's 
infidelity he duly reported the whole pro- 
ceeding to his superiors, who, however, came 
to the conclusion that it would be dangerous 
to use this evidence, however conclusive it 
might be of the husband's misconduct. So 
other means were tried, and tried successfully 
30 far as the decree nisi was concerned. Of 
course there may be another side to the 
story; but whatever the result it will not 
increase the somewhat low repute in which 
private inquiry agencies are alréady held : 
and it seem not improbable than ‘even more 
serious results may engue.

INSTITUTE. 


The semiauoual meoting of the Advisory 
Council of the International Institute was 
eld on Friday, the 22nd inst., at 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon, at the Municipal Board Room. 
Members present were His Excellency Lit 
Hai-ean, Chou Chin-chen, Wu shio-ching, 
Yeu Shao-fang, Rev. Dr. Young J. Allen, Dr. 
Barchet, Messrs. Bredon, W. B. Clay- 
ton, Mux Collin, Sir Oharles Dudgeon, Pro- 
fessor Chatles 8. Leavenworth, H. B. Morse, 
John Prentice, C. W. Wrightson, James W. 
Young, and D-. Gilbert Reid. " Letters of 
regret at being unable to attend were received 
from His Bxeelleney Sheng Kung-puo, from 
the Shanghai Tuotai, from Tsén Shao-ching 
and Hsii Erh-chih, from Sir Pelham Warren, 
from the Jupanese Cousul-Generul, from Mr: 
G. Brodersen, Mr. J. L, Scott, and Mr. 
Charles H. Wehrung. 

His Excellency, Lii Hai-huan, as President 
of the Council,’ requested Mr. Bredon as 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, to 
preside, in onder to facilitate the dispatoh 
of business. Dr. Reid was culled on to read 
his Report and Financial: Statement, which, 
having been interpreted into Chinese, were 
adopted. From the explanation given it 

‘that out of Tis. 35,000 for the special 
land fund to be raised by the Chinese there 
is still lacking approximately ‘Tis. 7,000. 

Owing to resignations, “the following 
persons were elected: Prof. Chas. S. 
Leavenworth to act as Seoretary uf the Exe: 
cutive Committee in place of Dr. John C. 
Ferguson; Mr. J. K. ‘Tweed of the Inter- 
national Banking Corporation, to act as 
Treasurer in plice of Mr. J. 8. Fearon, 
who is now acting as ‘Trewurer of the New 
York Committee; Mr. Wu Shao-ching to 
serve on the Bxecutive Committee in place of 
Mr. Tong Kid-son, deceased; Mr. H. B. 
Morse to serve on’ the Council in “place of 
Mr. F. A. Carl; Mr. ©. W: Wrightson in 
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place of Mr. W. A. Gmy, and Mr. F. An- 
derson to be added to the ‘Advisory Council. 

‘The Chairman referred in brief to the items 
that bad been brought up in the Report and 
thought that all would agree that hard work 
had been done. He mentioned that in con- 
nection with the Educational Exhibit for the 
St. Louis Exposition a model of the proposed 
Institute building had been made by the 
architects, and sent on to St. Louis. He 
explaiued how, owing to deficiency in the 
Chinese fund for the purobase of the site, 
the Committee had authorised that 7,217.00 
tae's be advanced from the Building’ Fund, 
and how 600 taels had since been refunded. 

‘The Chairman then read a letter which had 
boon presented to the Executive Committee 
hy Dr. Reid. He brought forward three 
‘important matters for consideration and 
action. ‘The first was, in view of money 
Tuiged for a Chinese ¥. M. C. A., of o 
Hall in memory of the martyrs, and of a 
Polytechnic, should the plan of the Institute 
bo continued? ‘The second was, could any 
practical plan be given by the Advisory 
Council for covering the working expenses. 
‘The third was, Dr. Reid tendered his resigna- 
tion as Directorin-Chief, that the full 
Counnittee might be free to make a selection. 
On the first point, the opinion of the Com- 
mittee was that the decision made a year ago 
to go on: with the scheme should not now 
be abandoned, and that Shanghai furiiphed 
a largo constituency for the Institute. It 
was deemed advisable that some form of 
union be effected with the Polytechnic, if this 
should be possible. On the second point it 
was stated that the Advisory Council could 
not guaruntee any amount for the working 
expenses, but that possibly some plan could 
be formed hereafter. On. the third point Dr. 
Reid was asked to continue in his present 
capacity, as the idea of the Institute was 
his, while the Committee had been called in 
to advise and help. Dr. Reid said that when 
he came buck in 1899, he supposed he had 
enough Amaricun subscribers to cover at 
east his own sulary, but owing to the Boxer 
troubles and subsequent delay, most of them 
hud ceused to help. ‘Ten years ago when 
he started on this enterprise, it was only 
as an experiment, and, in missionary 
language, a faith mission. During the ten 
years there had been no guarantee, but the 
funds had never fallen short. ‘The last year 
the working expenses had been largely met 
by school fees and such things. He had 
faith that for tho next six months there 
would be no failure, but he hardly dared 
to risk a whole lifetime, unless there was 
further backing. He consented to remain in 
charge for the next six months: He also 
stated that the property was held in trast by 
the Board of ‘Trustees. The Committee, 
after passing « vote of thanks to Mr. Alex. 
McLeod, for auditing the accounts, and to 
Mr. R. E. Bredon for presiding, adjourned.

Anderson, G. R. Andeteon, T. A. 'Clirk, 
George W. Noel, T. E. Dunn, and W. J. 
Wiglesworth, 

‘The minutes of- the last annual meeting 
wore read.and confirmed, 

Tho Chairman said that he was at homo 
last season, and had enjoyed — himself 
thoroughly. He was out of the strong 
breezes’. which prevailed here during the 
Sachling season, and was sorry for that as 
he would have thoroughly enjoyed them. The 
report and accounts had been in the mambers’ 
hands for some time, and adapting the usual 
formula, he would with their permission ta 
thom as road.

He would suggest that thy 
g0 in for another class of boat, which would 
be inexpensive and would give lots of fun 
He referred to the Woosng hoats, with to 
Tesboards and a sail, and canvas over the 
well: They were cheap, had plenty of room, 
cue man could sail them, and-they would b 
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able to sleep on board. They would be 
useful boats for taking trips up the crecks, 
or into the Yangtze. ‘They would not cost 
more than $300 apiece. It was rather a 
departure from the home style of yacht, 
but they would give lots of amusement. It 
would enable many to go in for yachting 
who could not afford the more expensive 
beats. Some men had not got the money 
fur yachting, while others hed ‘plenty of 
money but did not take any interest m th: 
sport. . 

Mr. C. Murray Adamson said he thought 
the adoption of the Woosung boat would be 
a very good idea.

idea of establishing the Institute in Pe- 
king, under the patronage of the Chinoso 
Government, partly withdrawn 
their support, while the rest continue 
their support, with the condition that 
Tis. 100,000 be subscribed. Under tho 
energetic action of Mr. A. G. Angier, the 
Secretary of the London Committee, and 
the cordial espousal of its Executive, 
plans havo been formed to raise its quota 
for the building, and an additional 
amount for an endowment. The ablo 
men connected with the Committeo are 
abundantly competent to decide as to 
the best timo and way for raising tho 
money. 

‘Tho Now York Committee has been re~ 
organised and plans made to complete 
the American quota for the building. Wo 
are greatly indebted to Mr. William G. 
Low, the Chairman of the Committee, 
and to hisson, the acting Secretary, for 
the satisfactory arrangements which hai 
been made. 

‘Beyond correspondence in connection 
with this financial aspect of the work of 
the Institute, tt it 
and strength has been given to the 
classes welhave in the roomsof the Poly- 
technic. Owing to a lack of funds for 
employing teachers, seven hours of my 
time each day fare given to this work, 
while Mrs. Reid has given tho classes 
more than half the same amount of time. 
This year 68 pupils have been enrolled. 
Few of them elect the studies which I 
particularly should like to teach, owing to 
‘the fact that that particular class of stu- 
dents cannot be induced to come so long

the Polytechnic. The general subject 
has been China's ‘Treaties with other 
countries. Generally the audience has 
been too large for the room, which only 
seats 150 persons. A résumé of the 
lectures has appeared in the native Press, 
This part of the work seems to me very 
factory in the good. done in giving 
information to educated grown-up men. 

We have had very little time for direct 
literary work. One book, consisting of 
essays in Chinese on “ Questions of the 
Day for the Good of Chins,” has bad an 
introduction from the Treaty Commis- 
sioner, Lii Hai-huan, the President of 
our Advisory Council. The book is now 
being printed by the Commercial Press, 
‘8 prosperous native publishing house, 

Our duties in connection with the 
Educational Exhibit for the St. Louis 

‘xposition are ended, and the Exhibit 
has been sent. 

Calling on Chinese or receiving calls 
from them occupies much of our spare 
time. It would surprise many to know 
how little social intercourse there really 
is, even in an advanced place like Shang- 
between foreigners and bettor-class 
Chinese. If Western nations are to con- 
tinue to have relations with China, 
friendliness is desirable. Thinking men, 
men of experience, men with worthy 
motives, whatever the nation and race, 
should meet each other and bo friends, 
my convicti iter a twonty 
years’ residence in China, 

For two months, from the very eve of 
closing my classes for the holiday, I 
took an engagement with an English 
surveying party under Col. OC. 0. Mani- 
fold. The salary drawn relieved the 
Institute of two months’ expenditure. 
ed that I should not work 
for the Institute during the ongage- 
ment, but it was a surpriso and 
pleasure to find how many appreciate my 

i years. In the two pro- 
hh I travolled (it might 
walked) I met more than 
50 officials, and of these every one holding 
an important post informed mo that he 

ither acquainted with the plan of 
the Institute, knew of my work and aims, 
or had been reading the lectures delivered 
in Shanghai. In fact, the work of the 
Institute may make an impression not 
only in Shangbal, but in distant parts of 
China as well. 

‘There are several practical matters 
which demand the consideration and de- 
cision of the Advisory. Council rather than 
my own action. With full confidence’ in 
the judgment of theso mon I leave such 
questions, and to them I herewith submit 
this Report, and through them to friends 
in China and in the home lands.

ANNUAL RIFLE MEETING.

CHINESE LABOUR FOR THE

‘To the Editor of the 
“Norra-Curma Datty News.” 


Srm,—Your leading article on the above 
subject published in the “ N.-C. Daily News” 
of the 5th inst. ought to be read by all 
English-speaking Chinese, and to be trans- 
lated into Chinese for publication in the 
vernacular newspapers. ‘The question ig one 
which for some weeks has been stirring up 
strong feeling in England and not without 
reason. In the House of Lords, the Marquis 
of Ripon declared that “the ordinance for 
the employment of Chinese labour in tae 
Transvaal under the conditions , 
was without precedent in any part of His 
Majesty’s dominions.” He suid, further 
that the restrictions intended to be imposed 
should be fully explained to the labourers 
before they left China. You have pointed 
out some, but only some, of the points ia 
which the fonn of contrast that is to be 
signed by the labourers who are being -o- 
cruited in Shantung and Obihli fails 
to convey a correct impression of 
the state of servitude into which these un- 
fortunate persons are invited to sell them- 
selves. In the House of Commons, Sir Henry 
Fowler said that he regarded the 
as one introducing slavery into our , 
and be added that-no British Colony ought 
to be permitted to set up a system of this 
kind.

Mounted Bandits in Kirin. 

‘Tho “ Sinwénpao” publishes a dispatch 
from North Chinchou to the effect that 
a large body of mounted bandits had a 
fight on the 23rd instant.with Manchu 
troops outside Ch’angtu, a prefectural 
city of Kirin province (Central Man- 
churia), noar the Northern frontiers of 
Féngtien province (Lower Manchuria), 
‘on one side and the Eastern boundary 
of Mongolia on the other. The Man- 
chus having lost their commandant and a 
dozen privates, wore retreating towards 
the city of Changtu, pursued by the 
bandits, when another body of Manchus 
stationed to the North of the city came 
up, having heard of the fighting. An- 
other pitched battle then ensued, re- 
sulting in another victory for the bandits, 
who killed a Manchu captain, a sergeant, 
and half-adozen of the newcomers, 
losing only three men themselves, 
Apropos of mounted bandits, it inay be 
well to know that. there are two classes 
of these famous horsemen. One class, 
and by far the more numerous of the 
two, are patriots possessed of a feeling 
of bitter hatrod of the Russians, whom 
they are anxious to sve driven ont of 
Manchuria. This class of so-called 
mounted bandits solely attacks Russians; 
they try to do all the harm they can 
to Russian communications and pro- 
perty, while they protect and assist: 
where they can their own country- 
men and Japanese neoding such. ‘The 
other class of mounted bandits is of 
brigands pure and simple, regular ruttians 
and outlaws, who are ready to plunder and 
kill Chineso, Japanese and Russians alike, 
whenever they can got a chance of robbing 
tnd slaying, provided alway their skins 
are not endangered. 

The Viceregal Visit to Nanking. 

It is stated that bosides inspecting the 
Yangtze defences between Nanking and 
and the mouth of the river, Viceroy Chang 
Chih-tung will have to report to the 
‘Throne concerning the new modern 
schools in Nanking and other citios that 
wero ordered by Imperial edict last year 
to be established in all provinces. Fur- 
thormore his Excellency'sexpenses on this 
tour aro to be paid by the Nanking 
Vicoroyaity, as a dispatch to that effect 
hoon received from Peking by Viceroy 
Wei Kuang-tao, 

More Russian Demands. 

A Peking dispatch states that the 
Russian Minister is reported to have 
recently demanded from the Waiwupu 
that certain instructions be sont to the 
‘Tartar General of Moukden ordering him 
to repair at once the walls of that city 
and to deepen the broad moat surround- 
ing them. The Russian intention, of 
course, is that the Chinese should help 
them to strengthen Moukden, which under 
any circumstanco, the Russians would 
havo to do themseives. It is needless to

A Nanking dispatch states that un the

WAR 
NOTES AND NEWS. 


25th April. 
There aro indications to be read be- 
tween the lines of the censored news 
filtering through from Japan, that with 
the thawing of the ice at Viadivostock 
an attack on that stronghold is imminent. 
We have reason to believe that the pre- 
rations have been making for some 
time past on an extensive scale. Simul- 
[taneously our Tokio correspondent wires 
that an important engagement may very 
shortly be expected on land. From 
which it would appear that the long 
suspense of newsless days is soon to be 
ended. 
‘The little raid by the Russians into 
North-eastern Corea has run its course 
and Reuter now reports that the force is 
falling back rapidly. At the most it 
seems to have been merely a cavalry 
reconnaissance, pushed forward to create 
a diversion from more serious operations 
on the north-west frontier, As far as 
can be gathered the situation along the 
Yalu remains that the Russians are in 
force along the northern bank and the 
Japaneso hold all the country up to the 
southern bank. Each has made small 
attempts at reconnoitring and there have 
been consequent skimishes, but up to the 
present each army has been content to 
strengthen its defences and wait for the 
other—or its own special opportunity. 
It might be thought that the Russians 
would have had enough experience of 
the laying of submarine mines and would 
turn to some less dangerous method of 
dofending Port Arthur. But it is not so, 
and in consequence we have to record 
this morning another small mishap—the 
blowing up of a mine-laying launch and 
the death of a lientenant and several 
sailors. 
‘Two incidents showing the stato of 
affairs in Corea. The section of the 
Seoul-Wiji railway between Kai-song and 
Phyong-san, ie. about a sixth of the 
line, is expected to be ready for traffic 
next month. A meteorological station, a 
branch from the Tokio observatory, was 
opened on the 10th April.

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Tie “Tageblatt’s” Tokio correspond- 
ent gives some amazing instances of the 
patriotism of the Japanese. A woman at 
Nagasaki, learning that her only son was 
exempted from active. service on the 
ground that she was dependent on his 
earnings, immediately committed suicide. 

When the last mail left Japan letters 
were beginning to reach Tokio from the 
war correspondents at Sukchong, whither 
they have been allowed to proceed from 
Pingyang. But except the shocking cha- 
racter of the road they had to travel and 
some generalities about the retirement of- 
the Russians they seem not to have had 
much to write about. 

Mr. Lefébre and another engineer have 
arrived in Seoul, with the intention, it is 
said, of protesting against the construc- 
tion of the Seoul-Wiju Railway by the 
Japanese, but it is not to be expected 
that the protest will have much weight. 

The effects of the war are already be- 
ginning to make themselves felt upon 
Russia’s commercial relations with Ger- 
mavy. It is reported from Ko: ‘Bs 
says the “Japan Gazette,” that the im- 
portation of corn from Russia into Ger- 
many has come to a standstill. Corn 
merchants in Eydtkuhnen and other towns 
are unable to obtain the execution of their 
orders, as the Russian Government has 
diverted all the rolling stock of the Stato 
railways to itsown use. ‘The German ox- 
port trade is also affected by the war. 
The Alsatian textile industry records au 
appreciable full in its exports to Moscow 
and other parts of Russia, and the large 
Russian fizms have uot renewed their 
usual order 

The “China Times” contains a long 
and interesting account of the sinking of 
the Hanyei Mara, by a Russian torpedo 
destroyer. Lt is stated that although 
sailing under somi-disguiso as a Press-boat 
and carrying newspaper correspondents, 
the Hanyei was really engaged in obtain. 
ing information for the Japanese Govern- 
ment. She was an old tug-boat pressed 
into service and, as a blind, had been 
cleared at Chefoo for Tengchou. Once at 
sea, however, she crept along under cover 
of the islands till within 20 miles of the 
Liaotishan promontory. Then it was that 
she sighted the destroyer and mistakenly 
supposed that, as the Russian floot was ro- 
ported bottled up in Port Arthur, this 
must be a Japanese craft. When the 
mistake was discovered three men hid ; 
the others were taken on board the des- 
troyer, which amnsed itself when steaming 
away by firing a few shots at the Hanyei, 
Sufficient to cause her to sink within an 
hour. ‘The three Japaneso on board were, 
however, unhurt, and presently crept out 
and attracted the attention of a Chinese 
junk which took them aboard. The 
other Japanese were kept down below on 
the destroyer, taken into some harbour 
where they temained some time, then 
taken out to sea and put ona fishing boat 
which took them to Chefoo. According to 
the Japanese, the Hanyei was within the 
three-mile limit when fired at; but the 
“China Times” is inclined to donbt the 
fact.

engaged in the mine-laying.

THE WRECK OF THE 





A telegram was received here on Mon- 
day morning to the effect that the Chinese 
cruiser Haitien, had sunk off Elliott Island, 
and requesting that tugs and lighters be 
dispatched to the scene of the wreck. 
‘Accordingly the Shanghai Tug and 
Lighter Company sent a tug boat and 
two lighters on Monday morning and will 
probably send more later. 

‘The Haitien is one of the fastest and 
most powerful raisers in tho Chinese 
navy. She was launched in the lattor 
part of 1897 from the Elswick shipyard 
Ef Sir W. G. Armstrong, Whitworth and 
Co. Her principal dimensions — ar 
Iength, 306 feet; breadth, 46 ft. 8 in. ;} 
mean dranght, 16 ft. 9 in.; displacement, 
4,300 tons. Hor indicated horse-power 
ig 17,000, coal capacity about 1,000 tons, 
coal endurance 12,000 miles, and she has 
a speed of 24 knots per ‘hour. Her 
Armament consists of two 8-in. Elswick 
Q-F. guns, ten 4.7-in. Q.-F. guns, twelve 
three-pounders, four T4-in, Maxims, six 
rifle ealibre Maxims, and five 18-in. 
‘tor tubes. 

















Elliott Island, the scene of the wreck,

‘The accident occurred as the vessel was 
‘coming ito Shanghai, and there was nb 
pilot on board at the time. In addition 
to the lighters and tug-boat sent down by 
the Shanghal Tug and Lighter Company, 
Messrs. Farnham, Boyd & Co., also sent 
down a party of workmen with pumping 
and salvage gear. The Chinese Revenue 
cruiser Liushing left Shanghai on Tuesday 
morning to render assistance, and Mr. W. 
Ferd. Tyler, coast Inspector, has also vis- 
ited the scone of the wreck. The ©. M. 8. 
Meifoo, on her way here from Hongkong, 
stood by the Haitien to render assistance, 
and on Tuesday afternoon took on board 
the crew of the Haitien, as the cruisor 
was settling down badly. From an inter- 
view with the captain of the Meifoo, 
which reached Woosung at 9.20 p.m. on 
Tuesday, we are able to give the follow- 
ing particulars with reference to the 
wreck. 

‘The Haitien which was on her way from 
Chefoo to Shanghai, and had overrun 
her distance, struck ‘a rock just off 
Elliott Island at 5.30 a.m, on Monday. 
From the time that they passed Eddy 
Island dense fog prevailed, and those on 
the look-out saw nothing until the vessel 
struck. At 7.30 am. the Meifoo, having 
heard the minute guns being fired, went 
over to her. Her stern was then above 
wator and the after part was completely 
tight, but during the day a strong breeze 
sprang up from the north-east, with heavy 
rain showers, and seas began to wash over 
her poop. The after hold then filled, 
through the hatches. ‘Tho crew went 
ashore during Monday night, landin, 
on the Island by means of life lines, au 
two lives were lost in getting ashore. 
At 5.35 am, on Tuesday the Hai 
stern sank in 11 f 
magazine gun in the main top 
awash at low tide, Her stem wa 
then raised about 20 feet out of the 
water. ‘There was a large rock visible on 
board side about 40 feet from the 
stem, and about 25 feot abaft of this 
rock a hole could be in the vessel's 
side. At noon on “Tuesday she was 
completely under water from the second 
funnel aft, and it is surmised that fhe 
has struck on a pinnaclo rock. At 10 a.m. 
on Tuesday all the crew were on board 
the Meifoo, and that steamer also took 
aboard the Hoaitien's four boats and 
davits. At 12.15 the Meifoo weighed 
anchor, and proceeded tq Wonsung, 
bringing 360 of the Haition’s crew. The 
remaining 50 of the crew were taken on. 
board a four-funnelled Chinese torpedo- 
destroyer, which, with a Chinese cruiser, 
Was also standing by the wreck. When

cally burnt out. Tho adjoining houses 
wore slightly damaged by water. ‘Tho 
ofigin of the outbreak is unknown.

About-11.40 a.m, on Tuesday the revories 
of the Sinza goat were disturbed by the 
ringing of ‘tho alarm for a fire in No.

TRAGEDY IN BRITISH wn age rie eon eet a 


NORTH BORNEO, 


‘The following narrative of the massacre 
in British North Borneo (referred to in 
our Special Telegram of the 11th inst.) is 
Published by the “Singapore Free 
Press :"— 

We have received from a correspondent 
in British North Borneo details of a 
terrible» massacre on the west coast of 
British North Borneo.” The facts set 
forth by our correspondent are :— 

On March 31 at 10 p.m. a band 
of 150 rebels from the interior, armed | 
with guns, parangs, spears, and blow- 
Pipes, swept down upon the residents 
of the little Colony at Kawang Railway 
Station, midway between Jesselton and 
Papar. 

Therband divided into two parts, one 
of a-hundred remaining concealed as a 
reserve on the top of-a hill, while the 
other fifty rushed down on the Settlement, 
butchered the inmates of ‘the Chinese 
shops, attacked’ the railway station, 
smashed the telephone, killed the wife 
and child of the station-master, the latter 
saving his life by hiding ina bush. ‘The 
band of murderers then turned their 
attention to the poor coolies, most of 
them -Chinese, killing and wounding in 
savage fashion right and left. ‘The 
railway driver was their next victim, a 
speedy and terrible end coming ‘to him 
and his wife. The carnage then became 
general, males, females and innocent babes 
were butchered in cold blood—or ratherin 
the lust for blood. The houses and huts 
in the Kampong were set firo. to next in 
the brutal career of the savages, and when 
nothing was left but dead bodies and 
wounded people, ashes and desolation, the 
sanguinary wretches went their way. 

The survivors, one native fireman, the 
station master, with a few of the wound- 
ed coolies, ran down the line in the direc- 
tion of Jesselton for their lives. 

By putting.steam on the. construction 
engine stationed there, the terrible news 
was carried to Jesselton, putting all the 
inhabitants of the place into the greatest 
consternation. 

The total number of killed was twenty. 
No record is yet available of the number 
of wounded.—* China Mail.”

JUDGMENT. 

This is a case in which S. A. Hardoon 
applies to the Court for an order to 
compel the Council to withdraw the 
protest lodged with H. BM. Consul- 
General against the issue to the said. S. 
A. Hardoon of title deeds to certain 
property acquired by him in the Western 
District of the International Settlement 
at Shanghai as described in the petition 
with amendment filed in the Court, and 
that the Council: be ordered to: grant 
forthwith to the said S. A. Hardoon a 
permit to culvert a portion of the. Yung- 

eiipang creek which runs through his 
property as described in his petition. 

Further that the Council may be orde 
ed to grant to thesaid S. A. Hardoon a 























perniit to continue the erection ofa 
boundary wall tothe Eastern boundary 
of the said property. 
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The Court after carefully weighing the | a1 
pleadings and evidence in the case finds 

“ that the culverting of the said creek while 
advantageous to the interests of the 
plaintiff will uot be in any way detri- 
mental to those of the public, and that 
the completion of the boundary wall after 
the creek is culverted will not encroach 
upon the public highway. 

The Court therefore ordors that 
after the issue of the title-deeds or title- 
deed for the land in question a permit | 
shall be granted to the plaintiff to cul- 
vert that portion of the creek which runs 
through his property and to continue the 
erection of the boundary wall to the 
Eastern boundary. 

It is undorstood that the plaintiff then 
es up any rights he may have over 
strips of land on the Bubbling Well Road 
connected with the lots which have 
formed the subject of this suit, 

As tothe request that the defendants 
may be ordered to withdraw the protest 
lodged with H. B. M. Consul-General, 
this Conrt will not entertain the same, 
but wishes to express its opinion that 
under the circumstances no cause has 
been shown in this case why the title- 
deods should not be issued.

Pal Singh (45) a Sikh watchman in the 
Szechuon Road was charged with having been 
drunk and disorderly in Sinza Road on the 
24th inst. ; and with having, at the same time 
jand place, assaulted a native constable, 
damaging his clothing to the amount of one 
dollar. 


‘Tho Chinese constable, Soh Hiu-peh, Ni 
673, deposed that he caw the defondant 
engaged in an altercation with a riesba 
coolie. Defendant was drunk, but not very 
drunk. ‘The coolie was refusing to take the 
defendant where he wanted to go—in the 
westerly direction, and he told witness that 
he wanted no money from defendant, if only 
the defendant would go away and leave him 
alone. Defendant struck the coolie, and 
when witness took hold of him, defendant 
seized him and threw him down, teating his 
tunic as now shown, 

Chinese constable Sang Yung-kweh, No. 
651, gave corroborative evidence. Inspector 
John Gilson stoted that the defendant was 
drunk and very noisy when brought to the 
station. 

Defendant suid he might have been drunk, 
but as for assaulting a policeman, he dare 
not do such a thing. It was the policoman 
who assaulted him. 

Fined $5, $1 to be paid to the Chinese 
Policeman whose coat was torn, Alternative 
penalty, one week's imprisonment with hard 
labour. ‘The fine was paid immediately. 

R. v. Atrnep HEspeter AND 
Ricuanp Greer. 

Alfred Hespeler and Richard Greer were 
charged with being concerned together in 
obtaining money by fraudulent 28. 
Both men had been previously and separately 
changed, as recorded in this newspaper. 

Mr. Ellis—Since the last hearing of this 
caso against Alfred Hespeler, I have been 
instructed to appear for him. 

His Worship—Richard Greer! In conse 
quence of certain disclosures yon made to 
the police, when in custedy’ on another 
charge, you are now charged with Alfred 
Hespeler. 

Detective Inspector John MeDowell—On 
the 21st inst., about two p.m., I arrested 
Richard Greer on a warrant from this Con- 
sulate, for obtaining goods by false pretences, 
to the amount of $2.25, I Rees 
prisoner. He practically admitted the charge 
ind afterwards made a statement. He ead 
“I want to tell you that I am in a bit of 
a fix regarding that will affair, but it isn't 
my fault. Hespeler is the man who 
dictated that document in my quarters 
in Chinkiang. I met Hespeler first in 
the club at Chinkiang, and we had a 
goed time round Chinkiang for some days, 
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Hespeler said: ‘Do you want to make some 
money?” I said ‘Of course I do.” He said 
“If so, I will tell you how to do it.’ After 
the document was written, Hespeler told 
‘me to send it on to Kelly and Walsh and 
have three copies printed, and to have the 
documents sent addressed to the British 
Consulate at Chinkiang. When these docu- 
ments were down at Shanghai being printed 
and I was expecting them to come tack, he 
mentioned the matter to the Consul, telling 
him I was expecting to get a fortune—a lot 
of money—shortly, in order that the Consul 
would bo expecting this document or expect- 
ing to hear something later. Finally the 
documents did arrive at Chinkiang ond the 
Consul sent for me, and handed «ver the 
documents and congratulated me +n being 
Weft this property. I had the decawents in 
my possession for some days, and “ funked ” 
=I was afraid to do anything furiiver with 
it. Hespeler had lett Chinkiany for som. 
days, He was not there when I received 
the documents. ‘Towards the end of 
December, Hespeler returned to Chinkiang 
and asked me how the scheme turned out. 
Did I got back the papers all right? Hespeler 
then practically forced me to accompany him 
from Chinkiang to Shanghai. He introduced 
me to Captain Miller of the Poyang on the 
way down and we had geveral drinks with 
him and a good time. When we arrived at 
Shanghai Hespeler had some business of his 
own to do and told me to go to the Metropole 
Hotel and he would be there in a few minutes 
after me. He introduced me there as a man 
who had been left a big fortune, by some 
friends in Scotland. ‘That was the 24th 
December. Hespeler wanted me then to go 
right away at once to Messrs. Stokes and 
Platt’s oftice and raise some money on it, 
I refused to go, beciuse I“ funked.” 
Finally, on the 4th January he succeeded in 
‘getting me to accompany him to Mr. Platt’s 
office, where he introduced me to Mr. Platt. 
On the way down, he said to me you will 
probably be able to get five thousand dollars 
on this. Get as much as you can, anyhow.” 
Hespeler left me in couversation with Mr. 
Platt at the office, and went back to the 
hotel. I didn’t ask Mr. Platt for any money 
that evening, but in a day or two” (‘he 
soomed to be muddled about dates,” remarked 
witness, parenthetically) “I was asked to go 
there again. Hospeler scolded me a lot 
for not having the cheek to ask for the 
monoy, and took me there again. He went 
with me part of the way to Mr. Platt’s 
office, It was arranged that Hespeler should 
go to the Central Hotel and remain there 
to see what would be the result, I got a 
cheque for $500 from Mr. Platt, and went 
‘straight to the Central Hotel, where I cashed 
it, and gave $200 of the proceeds to Hespeler, 
according to arrangement.” 

‘That, said witness, was the substance, 
your Worship, of what Greer told me. It 
was a very long sistent. Afterwards 1 
made further inquiries about Greer and 
Hespeler and found that they bad been a 
{good deal in company together in the hotels 
Of this Settlement about that time. I have 
two witnesses in Court to prove that on 
arriving at Shanghai Hespeler represented 
Greer as being a man who had been left a big 
fortune. 

Tn reply to Mr. Ellis, witness said he 
aneant by Greor ‘practically admitting” the 
other charge that he made a statement to 
‘the effect that he did it because be was hard 
up for » drink.

Mr. Platt—Of course the prisoner Greer 
has heard these statements made by the wit 
ness, and can be questioned about them 
when he is put into the box. 

‘Mr. Ellis—Of course I did not know that 

Greer was to be called when I put that ques- 
tion. 
Mr. Platt wos called. He said: I ama 
member of the firm of Stokes, Platt, and 
Teesdale, and am at present acting as Crown 
‘Advocate. About last Christmas time a 
passenger from the steamer Poyang which 
had just arrived at Shanghai was dining at 
imy house, and told ime that there was another 
passenger in the Poyang—a constable ai 
the British Consulate at Chinkiang—who 
said he had come in for a lot of money and 
was coming down to Shanghai to see my 
firm with reference to it. ‘The man who had 
come into the money was (le said) ia com- 
pany on the steamer with Mr. Hespeler. ‘This 
Passenger knew Mr. Hespeler. I therefore 
expected this constable to call ab my office 
‘and see née. It‘was on the 29th December 
that Mr. Hespeler came into my office, 
accompanied by Greer; and Hespeler intro- 
duced Greer to me, saying something to the 
effect that he (Greer) had some business he 
wished to talk over with me. Having suil 
this, Hespeler left. I might add that 1 
knew Hespeler previously. I have had 
business relations with him. Greer then told 
me he had come into money and handed me 
this printed document :—

Dear Sin,—On the demise of your uncle, 
Samuel Greer, Esq., late of Belfast and 
Glasgow, merchant, he having died intescate, 
his property, real and personal, ‘reverts to 
his only sou, who, being at present a cer 
tified Tunatic’ in Garinavel Lunatic Asylum, 
Glasgow, cannot, therefore, succeed whilst 
he remains “non-compos-mentis.” You, as 
his nephew, will in due courte be granted 
letters of administration for the estate. The 
‘entire amount of your uncle's property, real 
and personal, has not yet been proved. We 
‘can, howover, state that it must come some- 
where between £35,000 and £40,000, the 
bulk of which is in property in Sanchiehall

to come home, and any financial assistance 
you may require for that purpose we will 
Ve only too happy to make arrange- 
ments for, Let us know a respect 
able firm of solicitors in Shanghai to whom 
we may communicate and who would act for 
you ungil your departure for home. We 
trust that you will continue to leave your 
business in our bands as your late uncle did 
and with every hope for your speedy and

Wituess—Yes. After he had gone I tumn- 
ed up the Scottish Law List and found 
there was an Auld and also a Stronach, 
writers practising at Greenock; but, they 
were not given in the law list as practising 
in partnership together. ‘The following day, 
‘30th December, Greer came to seo mo again, 
I can’t remember exactly what happoned at 
that interview, except that the result was 
he said he would wait until we had heard 
from Auld and Stronach, before doing any- 
thing.

THE MIXED COURT. 





Shanghai, 22nd April. 
Bofore Mr. Wana (Deputy Magistrate) 
and Mr. H. H. Bursrow (British 
Assessor). 
The Lawyer's Ricsha toolie. 

A riesha coolie was charged with leav- 
ing his ricsha unattended in Amoy Road, 
thereby causing obstruction, and refusing 
to remove same when called upon to do 
so by the police, between the honrs of 
7.85 and 8.10 a.m. on the 13th itistant, 

Mr. F. Ellis said he appeared on be- 
half of the defendant, 

Scrgeant G. Johnston stated that. at 
7.35 a.m. on the 13th instant tative P.C, 
548 was on duty in Amoy Road, and saw 
the defendant’s riesha standing in the 
road causing an obstruction. He told 
the coole to remove the riesha and then 
proceeded on his rounds. On his retuin 
he saw that the riesha was still in the 
same place. He again told the coolie to 
take it away or he must como to the 
Station. The ccolie said he would not 
move it. He did not care; his master 
was a foreign lawyer. ‘The coolie went 
inside the house, leaving his ricsha, and 
tho constable had the riesha taken to 
the Station. 

In reply to Mr. Ellis, Sergeant Jobn- 
ston said he offered to let the coolie take 
the ricsha away on payment of $1 and 
80 cash. That. was $1, the usual bail to 
ensure the coolie's appearatice in answer 
to the summons, and 30 cash coolie hire 
for bringing the ricsha to the Station. 























I recognise this chit for $50, dated Ist 
Tanuary, 1904 signed by R. Greer. On the 
Ast January, Greer came into the bar of my 
hotel with 'a sea captain, He was in » 
hurry and asked for $50 as a favour. I told 
him ‘he couldn't get it, but Greer then said 
that the borman had known him very well 
in Manila. I said if the barman liked to 
Tend the $50 he might, but I would not. 
Greer spoke to the barman, who said if T 
gave Greer the $50, he (the barman) would 
go security. I then gave Greer the $50 and 
received the chit produced. This money has 
not been paid back. Afterwards I met Hes. 
paler, I believe at the Astor House, and Hes- 
peler spoke of Freeman (the St. Geonze’s 
barman) and said it was a dirty trick 
for Greer to play on “Tommy" (meaning 
Freeman), but added : “You tell Tommy from 
me that if Greer doesn't pav, I'l pav the 
$50 myself sooner than see him lose it.” He 
said aleo that he believed Greer was all richt 
and he thought the report that he was com- 
ing into money was true and that he would 
seo Freomon got the $50. He siid some. 
thing. too. about Greer having been to 0 
lawyer about his fortune. 

Cross-examined—I have known Hospeler 
‘since my retyrn from home on the 3rd No 
vember last. I believe Hespeler has heen 
frequently in ond out of Shanghai and he 
has told me he is a mining engineer. He 
‘bas frequently been to my hotel. Tt was 
about the 7th or 8th January that the com. 
xersation took place at the Astor House. 
Land Hespeler met there quite casually. Tt 
was Hespeler who opened the conversation 
about the barman, whom he had known bo. 
fore T did. 

By his Worship—In the course of con- 
versition Hesneler told me that when up 
river he bad been in Chinkiang and had met 
Greer there. T believe it was the Inspector 
of Police from Chinkiang who first intro. 
duced me to Hespeler. I inferred that the 





When questioned, the coolio at first said 
the riesha belonged to his master, a 
foreign lawyer, whom the police after- 
wards found to’ be Mr. Ellis, Later the 
coolie said the ricsha was the property of 
a boy in Mr. Ellis’s office, and Mr. ili 
paid $12 a month for the uso of it, 
Witness remembered Mr. Ellis calling at 
the Station, and heard that he had said 
that the ricsha had been damaged by 
the police. Ho examined the ricsha 
and found the only damaged part was a 
crack in the splash-board, which had 
evidently been done some time ago, 

Mr. Ellis said that if the coolie had 
committed a breach of the regulations 
and refused to comply with the rightful 
order of the police, he was not going to 
defend him on that charge. He knew 
that the obstructing of the roads by 
ricshas was a nuisance and caused a lot 
of inconvenience and trouble. If the 
coolie was guilty of the charge, he was 
willing that he should be punished; that 
was a matter between the coolie and the 
police. He wished to state, however, 
that while in the hands of tho, police the 
riesha had been damaged. ‘The splash. 
board had been broken, the hood knocked 
sideways, and the back damaged. It 
had evidently beon knocked over by’ the 
native constable, Indeed, the coolie 
had stated to him that the constable 
overturned the ricsha. He had often 
seen Chinese policemen knocking rieshas 
about" for no useful purpose whatever. 
When he (Mr. Ellis) called at the 
Police Station, he and Sergeant 
Lawrence examined the ricsha together 
‘and Lawrence admitted that it had been 
damaged. He charged the native con- 
stable with domg wilful, axd malicious 
damage to the ricsha, and if the Court 
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did not. take..notice ofthis fact in con- 
nection with the present. charge, he 
would enter a soparate charge to that 
effect against the constable. 

In reply to Mr. Ellis, Sergeant John- 
ston said that Lawrence reported to him 
that the ricsha was not damaged. 

P.C. 548 having given evidence, Ser- 
gent Johnston asked the Court to ex- 
amine the ricsha, as it was then outside 
the Court. 

Mr, Ellis ‘said that before doing so 
he wished ‘to have Sergeant Lawrence 
brought to Court to give evidence. The 
ricsha had undoubtedly been damaged 
while in the hands of the police and he 
himself could give evidence as to its state 
before and after being at the Station, 
It was not likely that the coolie would 
damage the riesha himself. 
on asked the Court to 
ask the coolie to whom the ricsha be- 
longed, 

ir. Ellis said that had nothing to do 
with the charge. He did not claim to be 
the owner of the ricsha, 

Sergeant Johnson asked for the pro- 
duction of the license. 

Mr. Ellis said he had taken out a 
license and had it at his office and the 
police could inspect it there if they wished 
to see it. 

Sergeant Johnston handed in a license 
and pointed out the conditions upon 
which tho I ed. 











Mr. Ellis said he knew all about that} 8t°™ 


condition. It was a nuisance. Foreigners 
wore always being postored by the police 
to show their licenses. He was not going 
to carry his liconse about with him, and he 
would not give it to tho jeoolio, as in that 
way licenses wore frequently lost. ‘The 
Council” had a considerable source of 
revenue ‘from fresh licenses boing taken

lost. 
Counsel further pointed out that the 
offence was alleged to have occurred on 
the 13th and it was now the 22nd.

On the evening of-the 20th: inst. as-com- 
plainant was walking along he was sud- 
denly struck in the back. He did not seo 
sufficient of his assailant to be able to 
identify him because the man rau swiftly 
away, throwing his knife into the Creek 
as he ran. He suspected accused, who 
was arrested by the police. The knife 
had made a wound four inches deep, but 
had fortunately been turned downwards 
by the shoulder blade, or he would most 
certainly have been killed. 

‘Accused admitted his guilt. 

‘The Count sentenced him to 500 blows, 
another 500 blows after six months, and 
10 years’ imprisonment. 


A Desperate Burglar. 

‘Two mon were charged with committing 
burglaries in Burkill Road. The first pri- 
soner dealt with was alleged to have stolen 
clothing to the value of $300 from 553, 
Burkill Road between 2 and 4 a.m. on 
the 10th inst. ‘The burglars had obtained 

iecess to the house by making a hole 
in the wall. The suspicions of Detective- 
Sergeant Vaughan were aroused by a des- 
cription of aman with a bundle of clothing 
who was soon walking in the neighbour- 
hood on the morning in question. He 
succeeded in tracing accused, who denied 
any knowledge of the affair. On searching 
his room, however, Detective-Sergeant 
‘Vaughan ‘discovered a quantity of the 
stolen property and pawn tickets for a 
deal more, Accused said that he 
had found the clothing behind a grave, in 
the country. 

‘Tho Court sentenced him to 400 blows 
and one year’s imprisonment. 

‘The ‘other accused, who came into 
Court covered with mud and with a 
wound on his head, was charged with 
burglariously breaking and entering No. 

» Burkill Road at 3.20 a.m. on the 
26th inst., and stealing therefrom 15 
articles of clothin, 

Inspector Mackintosh said that burg- 
laries were of almost nightly occurrence 
in tho Sinza district. 

Dat, Sergeant Vaughan sui that accom- 
panied by P. . Mills he wont outst about 

a.m, to endeavour to catch the persist 
ent burglar. Ho went round to 553, 
Burkill Road whero the last. prisoner 
had stolon some clothing, and just as he 
was examining the hole through which 
the entranco had been effected, accused 
‘came out of the.next house and’ ran into 
some paddy fields. Witness and P. C. 
Mills chased accused, and when he had 
run some little way prisoner dropped the 
bundle he was carrying. Witness and 
the constable came up with the man and 
then had a most desperate struggle with 
him. Prisonor was armed with a chisel, 
with which he let out right and left, 
cutting Constable Mills on the noso, 
over the oye, and on the leg; stabbing 
witness in the leg and biting his wrist. 
The chisel was eventually — taken 
away but it was not until twonty 
minutes had elapsed and the constable 
had used his truncheon that prisoner was 
secured and taken to the station. Had 
the weapon been sharper the constable 
would certainly have lost the sight of his 
oye. 

Inspector Mackintosh said that pris- 
oner had the marks of blows—apparently 
given in the country, Witness did not 
think that he had been convicted before 
he would ask for a remand as it was be- 
lieved, that prisoner had been conéerned 
in some other burglaries. 

Prisoner told some ridiculous story 
about the police slashing him over the

The Burkill Road Burglar. 

The man charged with burglariously 
breaking, inte, and entering “No. 62 
Burkill Road, early on Monday morning, 
was brought up on remand. 

Inspector intosh said that the 
accused admitted that he had taken part 
in a number of burglaries, but sxid that 
the No. 1 mau, of the, "gang had all 
the property. Prisoner took the things 
he atole to a grave near Sinza, 

Detective Sergeant Vaughan said that 
prisoner had made many statements 
as to thefts he had committed, but 
when these statements were acted 
on they were found to be quite 
untrue. Witness had been to pawn- 
shops prisoner named, and had been 
unable to find any of the stolen property. 
Prisoner had given a very distinet descri 
tion of a certain grave, under which, he 
said, he bid the clothing he stole. "The 
grave had been found, and it was true 
that there was a hole under it, but there 
was nothing in the hole. 

‘The Chinese witnesses were then called. 
One of them identified the, clothing re- 
covered as belonging'to him, the other

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CHINESE LABOUR 
FOR THE RAND.

Writina on this subject on the 
26th instant, we pointed out that the 
framers of the Transvaal Labour 
Ordinance bad to steer between the 
mine-owners who are clan:ouring for 
labour and the colonists who dread 
an indiscriminate immigration of 
Chinese,’ How deep and wide-spread 
this droad is, a dread which seems to 
us absurdly exaggerated but which 
flourishes as vigorously ‘in America 
and Australasia, is shown in the 
blue-book” from which we quoted 
on the 26th. ‘I'he South African 
colonies unite in protests against the 
introduction of Asiatic labour. We 


may instance the resolutions passed 
at a public meeting held at Rhodes, 
Barkly East, on the 26th of December 
last = 


TO) 
ie whole population of 
South Africa, through the importa- 
tion of Asiatic labour for the mines; 
and the meeting binds itself to do all 
in its power to prevent such importa- 
tion." Should the scheme be carried 
out, after all the protests against it, 
we will not spare any’ trouble in get- 
ting: such immigrants sent back to 
their own country. 

“(2) This meeting earnestly ap- 
peals to all who have interest in 
this country and its future welfars, 

rosperity, and: unity under the 
Briteh flag, to work with this meet- 
ing against a measure which will 
alter the whole character of our 
population, and be a mortal draw- 
back to our prosperity.” 

Similar protests were sent to the 
Colonial Secretary from Britons, 
Boers, and natives in all parts of 
British South Africa. Here is the 
text of a resolution adopted by the 
inhabitants of Cradock and disirict 
ata meeting held at the Town Hall 
on the 9th of January iast:-— 

“That the inhabitants of Cradock 
view with extreme concern the 
possibility of the introduction of 
Chinese labour into British South 
Africa, and place on record their 
earnest conviction that the entry 
of large numbers of Chinese into 
any one colony would be to the 
detriment of the whole of South 
Africa, that such entry would be a 
hindrance to the prosperity of the 
white and coloured population of 
this country, and ‘that it would 
seriously injure the aboriginal in-

THE PASSAGE OF THE 
YALU. 





We are indebted to Major-General 


Dessino for the following telegram :— 


Port Arthur, 27th April, 
The commander of the Eastern 


detachment reports .that, after three 


days’ preparatiovs, the Japanese 
began on the 25th instant to construct 
‘a bridge of boats over the eastern 
channel of the Yalu, opposite Touret- 
chen, while they were at the same 
time constructing another across the 
Yalu, nine miles above Yalu. 

At the same time a number of 
men-of-war and torpedo-boats were 
stationed at the mouth of the Yalu, 
which, by means of their projectors 
lighted up the coast, and fired on our 

vanced post near Kavangou. 

On the 25th the Japanese occupied 
Samolinczu (Samalintou) island and 
began to collect pontoons and sam- 
pans at that point. 

During Senge of the 26th, the 
Japanese the Yalu and at- 
tacked our side, near the village of 





Syndiagou. A lively, engagement 
Pate with the picked company of 
the 22nd Regiment, 

North of Wiju the Japanese began 
the construction of another bridge; it 
was half-finished, when the fire of a 


small gun belonging to the: detach- 


ment of the 12th Regiment destroyed 
it entirely. The débris were carried 
away by the current, 

The Japanese then ceased their 
work at this point, but continued to 
cross the Yalu on the pontoons to the 
south of Wiju, About mid-day, a 
Japanese colamn of infantry with a 
battery of guns, commenced to ad- 
vance on the front of the Russian 
position at Touretchen; our fire threw 
them into confusion, and the column 
was forced to retreat, with its battery, 
without having been able to deploy 
or to open fire.

Stokes; and 
Talbot, Captain L. Bayly, will return to 
England on being relieved, and will pay 
off and refit. 

The “ Petit Var states, in referring to 
the preparation of French warships for 
the Far East, that the cruiser Guichen 
is going into dock at: Brest to be cleaned, 
after which all the ships of the Northern 
‘Squadron will be ready. The Marseillaise, 
Kiowever, which had been announcod as 
intended for tho Far East, will not be 
sont out, but if the French China squa- 
dron should require further reinfor 
ments second-class cruisers will bo dit 
patched. 

Tha Fouare will go to Cherbourg to 
take the submarines Protée and Lynx to 
the Far East, where they will be station- 
ed probably’ at Saigon. They do not 
scom vory well choson for this work, as 
the rivers of French Indo-China have 
rapid currents, and these little vessels can 
only make at the hest eight knots. Thoir 
radins of action is small, and, according 
























|to Le Yacht, they may be hampered by 


the muddiness of the waters in which 
they will have to operate. Four more 
subinariues of the same type will probably 
be sent out, if the first two arrive without 
misadventure. 

Instraxcr and war notes from the 
“TL. & C. Express 

Underwriters are asking 50 guineas for 
the insurance against the risks of cap- 
ture, of Russian coal destined for 
' Port Arthur or Vladivostock in neutral 
bottoms. It is stated that these risks 
{have been inadvertently written at 30s. 
| per cent by the rather transparent device 
| of offering the coal as for Shanghai, with 
Heave to proceed to other ports in the 
' Far East. 
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‘The cargo of’ the Eastern’ Asi 
steamer Manchuria was vory heavily 
insured against war risk at Lloyd’s before 
the vessel sailed from the Baltic last 
November, and the fact that steamer 
and cargo have been condemned by the 
Japanese Prize’ Court at Sascho means 
that the underwriters must now settle a 
total loss under thee policies. The cargo 
consisted mainly of war stores from Cron. 
stadt, and the rate paid to cover war risk 
on it was quite nominal, as the chances 
of war breaking out were then considered 
to be remote, 

A large batch of British steamers, 20 
in number, have beon engaged to carry 
railway material, coal, and other muni 
tions of war from Europe to the Russi 
at Port Arthur. Insurances against war 
risks are being placed on the hulls for 
about £50,000 each and lines are being 
written at 30 guineas per cent. Tho 
Prospects of these steamers being able to 
deliver their cargoes into Russian hands 
do not at present appear hopeful, but 
many underwriters seem to count on the 
steamors themselves being releasod if thoy 
are captured by Japan. Still, in order 
to meet 30 per cent war risk rates on 
the hulls and the other charges, ship- 
ownors must receive very high prices for 
the servicos of their vessels. Russia will 
have to pay for coal at famine or blockade 
prices, 

‘The.Russians have offered to pay de- 
murrage on the Foxton Hall during the 
time sho was at Port Arthur, and to bear 
the cost of repairs at Shanghai, whither 
sho has gono. Underwriters will, thoro- 
fore, not be such heavy losers. 

Tho report that the German steamer 
ier Friedrich has been sold to Russia 
Probably indicates her transfer to the 

‘ussian Volunteer Fleet, as'a sale to tho 
Government would be a violation of neu- 
trality. The Kaiser Friedrich, 12,480 
tons, was built and engined by Horr F. 
Schichau, at Danzig, in 1897, for the 
Trans-Atlantic service of the Norddeut- 
scher Lloyd, who, however, refused to 
take delivery of her, in consequence of 
her inability to attain her contract 
apood.

Tt would appear that your charges are 
high in comparison with’ those of other 
countries, but the chief poiut in this con-

THE WHISTLE NUISANCE. 
the Editor of the 
“ Norru-Cuiva Dany News.” 


Sir,—In the “ North-China Daily News” 
of the Sist October last the Acting Harbour 
Master issued rules for the control of trathe 
on the Soochow Creek. Une of the rules 
was as follows:—"4. Blowing of sveain 
whistles between the Honan Road and Garden 
Bridges is prohibited. When the blowing of 
steam whisties is necessuy in any other 
part of the Creek it shall only be done by 
short blasts and not continuous.” 

I desire to call the attention of the Customs 
authorities to the fact that the above is, 
and has been for some months pust, entirely 
dissegarded by the majority of the launches 
going up and down the Cresk. Some boats 
departing for Hangchow make a prictice o! 
whistiing directly they get into the tirst 
portion of the prohibited area (between Honai 
oud and ‘Kiangse Road Bridges) and 
‘contime blowing all the way down, 
particularly thoge launches departing abou’. 
5 pm. ‘The long and continuous blasts 
generally, but not always, take place: just 
above the Honan Road Bridge, and are a 
source of disturbance and annoyance to the 
foreign inhabitants of the houses near by. 

It frequently happens that steam-launchos 
come in at early morning. Ono arrived at 
12 pan. (midnight) last week and whistled 
several times in the prohibited portion ot 
‘the creek; and one in the same week came 
in at 4 a.m,, and blew eight blasts belweon 
the Kiangse Road and Honan Road Bridges 
‘at that early hour of the morning. Yester- 
day afternoon (the 27th, about 1 p.m.) a 
Jaunch with five boats came down the Creek, 
and as sbe proceeded she used her whistle 
half a-dozen times, and this notwithstanding 
that on one of the boats was a Customs 
officer, who by-the-by took no notice of 
the noise. 

Between the North Szochuen Road and 
North Honan Road are 25 foreign houses, 
‘and residing in them must be nearly 160 
foreigners—men, women, and  obildren. 
Among such a number there are always some 
sickly and ailing, and in the interests of 
those, as well as of the others in healtn, 1 
would ask the Customs to enforce their re- 
gulations. 

‘Tho whistling I complain of not only takes 
place by launches on the move, but also by 
those at rest, Lately a considerable num 
ber have taken up their quarters between 
Honan Road and Kiangeo Road Bridges 
when not running, and these frequently 
belch forth a blast. 

I trust that this will meet the eyes, of the 





Commissioner of Customs, and that my earn- 


‘est appeal to him on behalf of the foreigners 
residing on the Creek will have effect and the 
fiendish whistling at all hours cease.

LABOUR ORDINANCE. 


‘The following summaries of the debates in 
Paatiament on the Chinese Labour Ordinance 
are from the “London and China Express.” 
The debate on Lord Coleridge's motion in the 
House of Lords took place on the 18th of 
March; Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman’s vote 
of censure in the Commons was nioved on the 
21st of March, 

House of Lords. 

Lord Coleridge moved that the House dis- 

approved of the importation of  Ohineso 

into the Transvaal under the recent 
Ondirance until the grant to that country 
of full representative governnent. On it 

whether South Afriea would be 
populted iy white men or whether it would 
be the temporary home of a few people 
deriving vast revenue from a horde of servile 
labourers. “Lord Stanmore warned the House 
that the Ordinance was a new departure on 
a dangerous and downwanl road, 

‘The Duke of Marlborough said it might 
be inferred the Government, was forcing this 
policy on an unwilling Dutch and English 
Populution. ‘The question was whother they 
were to allow or disallow the employment of 
Chinese for a work of a specific and definite 
character. The Government had approached 
this subject with one aim in view, and that 
Was to do their absolute best in the interest 
of the colony in question. ‘They had first to 
consider whether the demand was i: reason 
‘able one, and he examinedthe proceedings 
of the Labour Commission and othier evidence 
to show that it was. ~The second point, wae. 
whether this measure was in conformity 
with the wishes of the people themselves ; 
and he showed that there was conclusive 
svidence in support of it, ‘The need for 
labour in the Transvaal was undoubted; the 
conditions of the Ordinance were humane 











serious opposition in South Africa. 
Lord Spencer said their view was that i 
made all the difference whether the Colony 
was self-governing or a Crown Colony ; and 
‘that this question should not have bean dealt: 
with until the Transvaal had representative 
government. The conditions were semi 

Jeervile. Even at this late hour he hoped 
Government would withhold the Ondinanca 

aid! allow things to remain ag they are. 
Lord Grey understood the noble lord spoko 
of the labourers being “caged.” But the 
Jcompound would be two miles square, and 
‘he Knew himself that not'a single man would 
enter it but would have a garden plot of his 
jown. Was that bad for the Obinaman, wha 
cared one penny a day'at home and who 
would ear 45s. a month, going back home 
The noble lord ridiouled 
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the éxaggetated statements of Lond Coleridge, 
and asked what right had we to interfere at 
all in the matter. 

‘The debuto was resumed on 2ist inst., 
when the Bishop of Hereford contended they 
bad not the united views of the xeruine 
people of the Transvaal constitutiona!!y ex 
pressed. Lord Norton protested agains: th 
idea that a local ordinance of colony should 
be overruled by the Imperial Parliament. 
Lord Goschen averred that the prosperity of 
‘the Transvaal, not the mines alone, but 
agriculture and other interests as well, de- 
pended on the introduction of Chinte labour. 
Lord Selborne also said if the Colony re- 
‘quired this importation of labour it was rear 
sonable that they should have it. The Arch- 
Dishop of Canterbury was tervibly afraid the 
introduction of Chinese labour would throw 
ack native life’and energy. The discussion 
was continued by Lord Stanley of Alderley, 
Lord Windsor, Lord Shaftesbury (who con- 
demned the use of inflammatory language 
about “Chinese slavery,” and supported the 
Government policy), and others. 

Lord Lansdowne said that was now the 
fourth occasion on which they had debated 
this question, and the Government bad no 
reason to be dissatisfied with that or the 
movement it had disclosed. Having dis- 
cussed the reasons given for refusing a mea- 
sure of relief to the Colony, the noble lord 
commented with some severity on the 
application of the word “slavery,” which 
had been glibly used, not only in the country, 
but in that House by Lord Coleridge and the 
Bishop of Hereford.. ‘The Government was 
prepared to accept full responsibility for the 
Ordinance and ho regulations. 

Lord Coleridge’s motion that the House 
disupproved of the importation of Chinese 
labourers into the ‘Transvaal under the 
recent Ordinance until tho grant to thwt 
‘countey of full ive government 
was then rejected hy 97 voles against 25— 
majority, 72. 

Mouse of Commons. 

Sir H, Campbell-Bannerman was loudly 
cheered by his supporters on rising to move 
his resolution censuring the Government for 
having advised the Crown not to disaliow 
‘the Ordinance for the introduction of Chinese 
labour into the Transvaal. He said that to 
import aliens into the Trunsvaal, to make 
them bondsmen under degrading conditions 
for the mere purpose of benefiting speculators 
in a wealthy industry, would be to violate 
the principles of freedom and equity. He 
therefore called upon the Government to 

‘oceed no further with the policy which they 

ad inaugurated. This exploitation of alien 

Iabour was a conscienceless and nauscous 
proceeding. What sort of patriotism was it, 
what sort of Imperialism that effaced itself 
aba signal from Johannesburg? ‘The essence 
of the Ordinance was that the Chinaman wae 
to bea chattel. When. once a Chinese coolie 
recruit, from the interior found himself at 
Hongkong, the port of embarkation, it would 
be next to impossible for him to refuse to 
sign the contract of service. He recalled 
the opposition which the British Govern: 
ment offered to tho Portuguese when they 
were enlisting coolie labour at Macao, and 
said that what we objected to then was just 
what. the Gorernment, proposed. to sanction 
now. 

‘Mr. Lyttelton reminded the House that 
‘Mr. Chamberlain in his speeches on ‘this 
question ad always stated that, if there 
should be a. change of view in the ‘Transvaal 
as to the necessity of importing Chinese 
abour, he should not oppose that policy. He 
then declared that this change of view had 
token place, and said that Le had quite 
recently received a telegram from lord 
Milner, which he read, confisming this fact 
ery strongly. ‘The Government had realised 
from the first that this policy would be open 
{0 misconception and gross misrepresentation, 
but he believed that retribution awaited those 

iticians who had dealt with this. matter 
unfairly. He invited attention to the large 
eld for skilled and white Jabour that would 











‘be opetied up if Asiatics could be obtainot 
to work the 3,000 stamps which were now 
idle. He repudiated indignantly the change 
‘that the system which was to be introduced 
could be distinguished with difficulty, if at 
all, from slavery, and he announced that the 
contract into which the Chinese coolies would 
be asked to enter would be advertised in all 
the villages where recruits would be sought. 
At the port of embarkation, having bad his 
contract explained to him by an offical of 
the British Government and an official of 
the Chinese Government, the coolie would 
‘embark on board a ship provided with every 
comfort found in emigrant ships. On his 
arrival in Africa he would be protected by 
officials of his own and of British nationality, 
and would be sent to a location or compound 
of a very considerable size, larger, in fact, 
than the compounds at Kimberley. "Housing 
rations, and. medical assistance were to be 
provided at the expense of the employer. 
‘Then he could assure the House that the 
Chinese coolie would receive at least 12 or 
15 times the amount of the wages which he 
could earn in bis own . Again, if a 
coolie was dissatisfied he could break his 
contract without incurring any penalty ; he 
would only be required to make good his 
employer's out-of-pocket expenses. He 
brushed aside the imputation that the 
Government and Lord Milner were pandering 
to the capitalists, What he wanted was that 
the ‘Transvaal should be made a country to 
which while men would freely go. 

Mr. Fletcher Moulton, Sir G. Parker, Mr. 
Bryce, who questioned whether it would be 
fan easy matter to induce the Chinese to leave 
the Transvaal, if once they got into that 
country, Sir F. Milner, Mr. Haviland Burke, 
and Sir H. Seton-Kerr, having spoken, Mr. 
Balfour wound up the debate for the Govern- 
ment, being much interrupted by the 
Opposition. Mr. Balfour defended the 
Ordinance, laying special stress on the im- 
portance of enabling the ‘Transvaal to sur- 
urount, a great economic crisis. Having 
finally dismissed the slavery charges as one 
of the most preposterous accusations ever 
levelled against a British Government, he 
dealt with the Colonial protests. Australia 
and New Zealand were, however, white men’s 
colonies. ‘The same could not bo said of the 
‘Transvaal, where there were eight blacks to 
‘one white inhabitant, and where the natives 
were increasing steadily. Eventually there 
would be in all probability an aristocracy 
of whites over a proletariat of blacks. 

‘Mr. Asquith, replying to the challenge as 
to what the Opposition would do if the vote 
of censure were carried, observed that the 
Ordinance would be disallowed and that 
nothing more would bo heard of it. ‘There 
was a fundamental difference botween this 
Ordinance and every other ordinance in the 
British Empire. For the first time the 
imported labourer was to be prohibited from 
aspiring to become a free member of the 
community in which he lived. 

The motion was rejected on a division hy 
299 votes against 242—majority 57.

Greer—No Sir. 

Mr. Harry A. Pond, an American citizen 
and a steward by profession, now employ- 
ed by Reynell & Co—During January, I 
was employed as steward of the Central 
* 














Hotel. On'a day, the exact date of which 
I don’t remenitier,-I met Greer in the 
buffet of the Hotel and he asked me to 
walk with him as far as Stokes and Platt’s 
office. When we arrived thore he asked 
me to stop outside, saying he had a little 
business regarding a cheque. When he 
came out from the office he had # cheque 
and showed it to me. I believe it was 
for $500. We went back to the Contral 
Hotel, where he had it cashed. Mr. 
Hespeler at that time was sitting at a 
table in the buffet and after having the 
cheque cashed, Greer told me he had 
handed Hespeler $100*of that. money. 
He aleo handed me $30 which he had 
borrowed the day before. I saw Groer 
hand some money to Hespeler, but could 
not see how much. I cannot identify 
that cheque shown me by Greer, as I only. 
saw in his hand and did not read it. 

By his Worship—The cheque was 
cashed as far as I know at the office of 
the Hotel, but I don’t know by whom. 

Cross-oxamined by Mr. Ellis—Iam quite 
goctsin Gree told me he handed Hespeler

By his Worship—I had seen Greer in 
the Central Hotel on several occasions 
other than this to which Ihave referred. 
I know Mr. Hespeler and have also seen 
him in and out of the hotel.

Calling Greer forward, his Worship, 
before swearing him, said: I want you to

as a witness, but I wish you to understand 
Thave no authority to make you any pro- 
mise of pardon, or anything” You come 
here and give your evidence voluntarily 
and Iam to warn you that you are not 
obliged to say ‘anything’ that will 
incriminate yourself. 

Richard Greer (sworn accordingly)—I 
was until lately constable to the Brigish 
Consulate at Chinkiang. I came down 
to Shanghai on leave on the 24th Decem.

¢ discharge of my duty towards the 
defendant, Hespeler, it is incumbent on me 
or desirable to produce any evidence at this 
stage of the proceedings to refute the charge 
made against him. I respectfully submit to 
yout Worship that on the evidence submitted 
for your coneideration there has been no 
‘evidence whatever in support of the charge 
against Mr, Hespoler. ‘The only. evidence 
connecting him with the affair is that given 
by Greer. Admitting for the sake of argu- 
ment that what Greer says is true, your 
Worship probably knows that if Mr. Hes- 
peler was sent up for trial it would be the 
duty of the Judge to direct the jury that 
the evidence of an accomplice is noi to carry 
any weight unless it is corroborated. ‘This 
has been established over and over again. 
It is only necessary for me to quote from 
the greatest authority on criminal casos— 
Archhold, 22nd edition, p. 361—" Corrobora- 
tion of accomplices is not necessary in strict 
Taw [R. v. Attwood, 2 Leach, 464}. It it 
fs a general practice to require corrobora- 
tion: ‘and for the prosecution, in order to 
induce the jury to credit his testimony. to 
give other evidence confirmatory of at least 
some of the leading circumstances of his 
story, from which the jury may be able to 





presume thet he is telling the truth as to 


the rest: and for the judge to direct the 
jury not to act ou uncorroborated testimony 
of accomplices.” Now in this partioular 
case the only corroboration we have is the 
evidence that Hespeler went to four or five 
places and said to the proprietor, or “the 
barman of the hotel, that Greer had come 
into a fortune, and that he, Hespeler, had 
seen the papers which were apparently in 
order. I submit that there is no evidence 
that Hespeler tried to make any false re. 
presentations, or tried to obtain any benefit 
for himself by false pretences, because the 
papers which struck Hespeler as being in 
order apparently struck Mr. Platt in’ the 
same way. In case your Worship should 
attach any credence to Greer’s evidence I 
submit that no credence should be placed 
in his statements after his own confession 
as to his condition, both before and after he 
came to Shanghai. The jury would be 
compelled to put such evidence aside. 1 
would therefore like an expression of opinion 
from your Worship. 

His Worship—What you are addressing 
me on now is whether a prima facie case has 
been made against Mr. Hespeler. You must 
remember that I am not trying this case. 

Mr. Fllis—I submit that there has been 
no prima facie case made out in this Court 
that would justify your Worship in com- 
mitting Mr. Hespeler for trial. 

His Worship—Magistrates are directed not 
to refuse to commit, a man for trial on the 
ground that no jury would convict. This is 
one of our leading directions, T would like 
to point out that the question I have to de- 
cide is whether there is a prima facie case, 
from the facts put before me, in which Mr. 
Hespeler can in any way be said to have 
aided, abetted. or conspired to procure the 
committal of this offence. T give full weight 
to your remarks about a judge directing 
the jury not to place any credence in the un- 
corroborated evidence of an accomplice. TL 
does appear to me that Tam not able to sw 
that there is no corroborative evidence in 
this case. We hove the evidence that Mr. 
Hespeler introduced Greer to Mr. Platt, and 
also that. he received some benefit from so 
doing. The question is whether Greer’s 
statement will be admissible. T find in “Tay. 
lor on Evidence” that ‘the admission of the 
evidence of an accomplice who is upon his 
trial is entirely.a matter for the discretion 
of the Judge. who will generally refuse to 
accept the evidence of an accomplice who 
appears to have really been the principal 
offender.” T am afmid that T have no dis- 
cretion in the matter if T find that there is » 
Prim& facie case against Hespeler, and he 
will therefore have to stand his trinl with 
Greer. Before T commit them for trial T 
will call for any defence he may offer and 
his defence might alter my view of the casa 

Mr. Bllis—Under those circumetances it 
wav be advisable for me to ask for an ad- 
iournment in order that T mav obtain some 
evidence from Chinkiong. T refmined from 
troubling seers] gentlemen to come down 
Ddecause T thoueht the police would have 
ssked them to come. Will your Worship aa- 
journ until to-morrow so that T may. con- 
sider whether or not it is advisable to reserve 
my evidence until the trial, Tt is. verv 
difficult in a ease of this kind to decide wn- 
on the best course and T should like fo know 
my client's opinion. I will then be able to 
let vour Worship know what course T in- 
tend to pursue. 

His Worship granted an adjournment until 
10 a.m. next day.
